RETREATS 

ON AIDS

T he White House released “The 
National AIDS Strategy,” pre¬ 
pared by the Office of Nation¬ 
al AIDS Policy (ONAP), on Tuesday, 
December 17. After a copy was leaked 
to the press two days prior by ACT 
UP/Washington, the general reaction 
has ranged from tepid support to 
outright hostility. 

“Strategy” is a 40-page report ac¬ 
companied by a separate appendix 
that annotates budget line item ex¬ 
penditures for all government agen¬ 
cies. Outgoing AIDS czar Patsy Flem¬ 
ing called it a “first-ever,” which her 
office worked on “for more than a 
year” She told the Presidential Advi¬ 
sory Council on HIV/AIDS on De¬ 
cember 15 that it was her “legacy” 
and “marching orders” for the next 
four years. 

AIDS activists blasted the report. 
“We’ve had this before,” said Peter 
Staley with the Treatment Action 
Group. “The problem is the politi¬ 
cians let them gather dust.” 

Christine Lubinski, deputy direc¬ 
tor of the AIDS Action Council, saw 
little to praise. She said “the much- 
touted strategy reflects little of the 
real challenges that now face us in the 
face of promising new AIDS treat¬ 
ments and their implications for HIV 
prevention, counseling, and testing 
programs, and the whole array of ac¬ 
cess to care and supportive services 
programs.” 

She called it “shockingly silent 
about the availability of federal funds 
to realize those goals which it does 
not identify” She fears the worst in 
this climate of striving for a balanced 
budget. 

“Strategy” suffers in comparison 
with the 1991 report “America Living 
With AIDS,” issued by the National 
Commission on AIDS. From content 
to writing, to something as simple as

AEF, OTHERS KEEP PWA 
HOLIDAY MEAL TRADITION

A February 14 court date has been 
set for an accused gay-basher who, 
according to Assistant San Fran¬ 
cisco District Attorney Scot Clark, 
allegedly slugged a gay man with AIDS so 
hard the victim lost one tooth and chipped 
four others. 

The attack on Billy Wisevogel took place 
at 18th and Collingwood streets after the 
annual High Brow Society AIDS fundraiser 
last October 19, which featured a mock fu¬ 
neral procession for a fictional drag char¬ 
acter around the Castro and through 
Collingwood Park. 

According to the police report, Wisevo¬ 
gel was in drag and posing for photographs 
with a woman when the woman’s boyfriend 
attacked him. 

“I was with a bunch of women who work

Judge tells Bellefountaine, 
Burk to stay away from SFAF

T wo controversial San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS activists have 
vowed to work to overturn 
permanent injunctions issued 
against them by a Superior Court 
judge on December 12th. 

The injunctions forbid 
Michael Bellefountaine and Ron¬ 
nie Burk from entering the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation of¬ 
fices at 10 United Nations Plaza - 
or from coming closer than 100 
yards from any events or pro¬ 
grams sponsored by the group or 


at other events or programs where 
there are employees of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation. 

“This is a clear message to any 
PWA who happens to be a client 
of the San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation,” Bellefountaine told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “If you protest 
its policies, you will be denied its 
services.” 

Foundation spokesman Timo¬ 
thy Rodrigues dismissed the claim 
and said the foundation sought 
not to prevent political or open 
discussion about SF AIDS Foun¬ 
dation policies or programs, but 
to “stop the intimidation, harass-

ment and violence” directed at 
SFAF employees. 

“It’s really unfortunate that we 
need to focus on this, because it 
takes away from the epidemic and 
we prefer to have our attention fo¬ 
cused on fighting the epidemic,” 
Rodrigues said. 

Judge Everett Hewlett, Jr. issued 
the injunctions after a hearing that 
included testimony of SFAF Exec¬ 
utive Director Pat Christen; Susan 
Haikalis, LCSW, the agency’s direc¬ 
tor of client services; and attorney 
Paul Di Donato, the agency’s pub¬ 
lic policy director. 

Going over the E.D.’s head 

Foundation officials sought 
the injunction after two recent in¬ 
cidents involving the activists, 


who oppose SFAF’s treatment 
policies and claim the agency per¬ 
petuates “institutionalized 
racism.” 

In an October incident, Burk 
poured a bag containing used 
kitty litter, including cat feces, 
over Christen’s head at an SFAF- 
sponsored voters forum on 
HIV/AIDS issues. 

The act was widely condemned 
by lesbian and gay activists as a vi¬ 
olent act out of line with civil dis¬ 
obedience, and Haikalis subse¬ 
quently “permanently suspended” 
Burk for assaultive behavior over 
the incident. 

In a second incident last 
month, Burk and Bellefountaine 
were involved in a scuffle with a 
security guard hired by the foun¬ 


dation. The pair were meeting 
with Haikalis over Burk’s suspen¬ 
sion from client services. 

Although felony terrorist 
threat and assault charges were 
initially charged against Belle¬ 
fountaine in that incident, charges 
were later reduced to misde¬ 
meanors by the San Francisco 
District Attorney’s office, despite 
the activists’ assertion that they 
were attacked by the guard. 

Bellefountaine told the Bay 
Area Reporter that SFAF had 
sought the restraining order 
“based on perjured testimony,” 
and mischaracterizations of the 
activists’ political action, but ac¬ 
knowledged that it may have had 
grounds against Burk over the cat 
litter incident. T 


From activist to City Hall 

Worthington takes 
office in Berkeley

ewly elected Berkeley City 
Council member Kriss 
Worthington was sworn 
into office Tuesday, December 10, 
becoming the first openly gay 
elected member of the council. 

After taking the oath of office 
from Berkeley City Clerk Sherry 
Kelly, Worthington took his seat at 
the far end of the council. He 
drew laughter from the packed 
chambers when he repeated a 
phrase of the oath and added em¬ 
phasis when he pledged to serve 
“without any mental reservation.” 

Worthington, who had often 
addressed the council as a citizen, 
is now one of the governing body 
and looks out over the audience 
that he used to be a part of. The 


longtime political activist had 
never before run for public office. 
Even deciding to enter the race in 
August was somewhat of a sur¬ 
prise; he didn’t file his campaign 
papers until literally minutes be¬ 
fore the deadline. 

“I reluctantly decided to give it 
a shot, though I thought it impos¬ 
sible,” he said. “My standing here 
this evening is a testament to hard 
work and hundreds of volunteers. 
You [in this room] have proved 
the impossible can be done.” 

Worthington was elected to 
the two-year seat following a De¬ 
cember 3 runoff in Berkeley’s Dis¬ 
trict 7, when he defeated three- 
term incumbent Carla Wood- 
worth. Neither candidate received 
enough votes in the November 5 
election to win the seat outright, 
resulting in the runoff. At last

week’s council meeting, Wor¬ 
thington said he intends to offer 
Woodworth one of his appoint¬ 
ments to a city board or commis¬ 
sion. 

“I believe passionately in rep¬ 
resentation,” he said during an 
open forum where all council 
members and the public had an 
opportunity to express their opin¬ 
ions on city issues. “Part of the 
process is inclusion ...and mutu¬ 
al respect.” 

The new council member an¬ 
nounced he’s accepting letters of 
interest from Berkeley citizens 
who are interested in serving on 
one of a myriad of boards and 
commissions that cover every¬ 
thing from sewers to housing to 
cable TV. Since Berkeley council 
meetings are broadcast live on 
local cable, viewers were also in¬ 
cluded in Worthington’s an¬ 
nouncement. People do not need 
to reside in District 7 to be con¬ 
sidered for an appointment. 

“I wish to reach out to every¬ 
one in the city,” he said. “We are 
going to be working together to 
make Berkeley a better place.” T

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Three arrested in pit bull attack 
on gays at Church and Market

T hree criminal suspects were 
arraigned in Municipal 
Court this week on aggra¬ 
vated assault charges, in connec¬ 
tion with a savage pit bull attack 
and the beating of two gay men at 
Church and Market Street on 
Sunday, December 15. 

After the suspects entered not 
guilty pleas to the charges, which 
include hate crime allegations, at 
a Wednesday, December 18 ar¬ 
raignment, Municipal Court 
Judge Kevin Ryan rejected defense 
requests the trio be released on 
their recognizances - and instead 
ordered Randolph Rodriguez, 26, 
and El Toro Nelson, 27, held on 
$150,000 bail each. They remain 
in police custody at the Hall of 
Justice. 

Ryan also ordered Justo Rivera, 
26, held on $100,000 bail. Al¬ 
though allegedly less involved in 
the attack than the other two sus¬ 
pects, Rivera reportedly threat¬ 
ened to kill one eyewitness who 
identified him as a suspect at Mis¬ 
sion Police Station. 

Because of the possibility of re¬ 
taliation against witnesses and the 
victims in the case, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter will not release their names. 

The incident began, according 
to one of the assault victims, after 
one of the defendants allegedly 
knocked down his motorcycle, 
which was parked on Church 


Street in front of St. Francis 
Lutheran Church. 

Alerted to the incident, the 
man left the church, where he was 
attending a meeting, to find out 
what had happened. He told the 
B.A.R. he quickly discovered that 
the alleged assailants’ motive “was 
malice” when one of the trio 
threatened him. 

“He asked me if I was looking 
for trouble. I said, ‘No, I’m not.’” 

According to the victim, one of 
the accused gay-bashers then 
began pointing at various people 
in the gathering crowd, asking if

L esbian and gay community 
leaders are critical of Muni 
Railway management for 
failing to remove Wardy Joubert, 
a bus driver charged in July with 
multiple felony assault and anti¬ 
gay assault hate crime, from pub¬ 
lic contact until five months after 
his alleged attack on a gay man 
riding the #4 Stockton line in July. 

Joubert, who will be tried in 
Superior Court in March 1997 on 
the assault charges, was relieved of 
his driving duties and assigned to 
a desk job Friday, December 13— 


they were “looking for trouble.” 

The men - and a fugitive female 
- set upon a vulnerable-looking 
gay man in the crowd and attacked 
him with their fists and feet, and 
then turned the pit bull loose on 
the victim, according to reports. 

Good Samaritan 

The second victim managed to 
flee the attack momentarily, but 
was quickly set upon - at which 
point the owner of the motorcy¬ 
cle intervened. 

“He was shouting, ‘Please help 
me,”’ he told the Bay Area Re¬ 


just hours after the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter raised policy questions 
about his assignment as a “floater 
driver” assigned to any Muni line 
as needed. 

Joubert faces a state prison 
sentence if convicted of the four 
felony assault and hate crime 
charges. 

“Once it was established that 
he was driving, he was removed 
from driving pending the out¬ 
come of trial,” said Muni Manag¬ 
er of Communications Sharon 
Saslafsy. 

Critics question why Muni 
didn’t remove Joubert sooner. 

“I think that’s absolutely out- 


porter. “I was gay-bashed 16 years 
ago, and no one would help me, 
either. I jumped in to save him.” 

After pulling one of the trio off 
the victim, the man was severely 
bitten by the pit bull, whose jaws 
were locked into his arm so tight 
that only direct punches to the dog’s 
nose forced it to release its grip. 

Police arrested the trio at the 
scene, but seek the female fugitive 
in connection with the assault, ac¬ 
cording to Special Investigation 
Division Sergeant Marlene Ot- 
tone, who handled the police in¬ 
vestigation.

found probable cause of four 
felony counts, including criminal 
statues on hate crimes,” said at¬ 
torney Thomas Ray, who repre¬ 
sents victim Sonny Vukic.

The victims were treated for 
bruises, lacerations, and dog bites 
at local hospitals and released. 

The defendants face ten-year 
prison sentences if convicted on 
the charges. 

The pit bull remains in quaran¬ 
tine at the SF City and County An¬ 
imal Care and Control kennels. V

Cornell said four issues have 
been expressed to him by small 
business owners about the law: 
that it’s easy to implement, eco¬ 
nomically reasonable insurance 
coverage can be found, that busi¬ 
nesses are not put at a disadvan¬ 
tage, and that there’s a level play¬ 
ing field. 

The most frequently expressed 


concern at the meeting was that 
insurance coverage for domestic 
partners is not available. Under 
the new law, if a contractor can’t 
find an insurance carrier to pro¬ 
vide domestic partner coverage, 
or if the coverage can’t be provid¬ 
ed equally to employees with do¬ 
mestic partners, the contractor 
will still be in compliance with the 


law if it provides the employee 
with a cash equivalent. 

G. Rhea Serpan, president of 
the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce, said the chamber 
does have member businesses that 
already provide domestic partner 
coverage. However, some mem¬ 
bers have raised concerns about 
the new law. 


“We want to help businesses 
separate myth from reality,” Serpan 
said, adding the chamber can help 
by disseminating accurate, factual 
information to businesses. V

Deadline nears for first E. Bay 'Trailblazer Awards'

T hree groups have joined 
forces to sponsor the first 
Trailblazer Awards, to recog¬ 
nize lesbians and gays in the East 
Bay who have made significant 
contributions to the community. 
Nominations will be accepted 
until the deadline this Sunday, 
December 22. 

The awards are a collaboration 
of AMASSI, Inc.; the East Bay Les¬ 
bian/Gay Democratic Club 
(EBL/GDC); and the Gay and 
Lesbian Victory Fund. The Trail- 
blazer Awards were founded as a 
means to celebrate lesbians and 
gays in the East Bay who not only 
have made significant contribu¬ 
tions to the community, but who 
also support and advocate for gay 
and lesbian civil rights, according 
to Brendalynn Goodall, chair of 


the awards committee, and a 
member of AMASSI’s board of 
directors. 

“What’s different about these 
awards is that they’re the first of 
their kind in the East Bay,” 
Goodall told the B.A.R. “It’s rec¬ 
ognizing the unsung heroes. We’re 
trying to establish a sense of pride 
in the East Bay.” 

There are several categories of 
achievement for which a person 
can be nominated. They include: 
arts and culture, athletics, busi¬ 
ness, community services, educa¬ 
tion, healthcare, law, literature, 
media, philanthropy, politics, 
spirituality, trades, and 
youth/elder services. 

It is hoped that an award can 
be presented to an individual rep¬ 
resenting each category, Goodall 
said. 

Nominees must be East Bay 
residents. Additionally, nominees 


must have demonstrated excel¬ 
lence in one or more of the listed 
categories through specific identi¬ 
fiable accomplishments in those 
areas. Finally, the nominee’s work 
must have advanced the interests 
of lesbians and gays in the East Bay. 
- In addition to selecting cate¬ 
gories for nominees, written in¬ 
formation is also requested to de¬ 
tail the person’s work, any other 
awards the individual has re¬ 
ceived, and how the nominee’s 
work has advanced the interests of 
East Bay gays and lesbians. 

Goodall said that the award 
winners will be recognized at the 
Trailblazer Awards banquet that is 
scheduled to be held in Oakland 
on Saturday, March 1. 

AMASSI, Inc. was formed in 
1989 and has provided prevention, 
education, housing, and support¬ 
ive services to the AIDS-impacted 
African-American community. 
The organization was established 
by and primarily targets African- 


American men who love men. 

The EBL/GDC was also 
formed in 1989 with the mission 
of ensuring the needs of lesbians 
and gays are represented in the 
political process. Most recently, 
the club worked with Oakland 
City Councilman John Russo to 
start the city’s domestic partner 
registry that got underway in Oc¬ 
tober. 

The Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Fund was founded in 1991. The 
Victory Fund is the nation’s tenth 
largest political action committee. 
It’s a donor network of individu¬ 
als who are committed to electing 
openly gay and lesbian public of¬ 
ficials. T

W orking to help businesses 
comply with San Francis¬ 
co’s new domestic part¬ 
ner benefits ordinance, the 
Human Rights Commission and 
the Small Business Advisory 
Commission held a public meet¬ 
ing Tuesday, December 17 to lis¬ 
ten to concerns and answer ques¬ 
tions about the law. 

The Board of Supervisors 
unanimously adopted the law, re¬ 
quiring businesses that contract 
with the city to offer benefits to 
domestic partners of employees if 
they offer such benefits to spous¬ 
es of employees, which was signed 
by Mayor Willie Brown in No¬ 
vember. It will not go into effect 
until June 1,1997. 

HRC Chair Martha Knutzen 
emphasized the meeting was only 
the first step in what will be an 
“ongoing dialogue with the busi¬ 
ness community.” The HRC has 
been directed by Brown to imple¬ 
ment the new law. 

“The HRC’s philosophy is to 
make sure we work with contrac¬ 
tors,” Knutzen said. “It’s very im¬ 
portant to us that the small busi¬ 
ness community is involved.” 

Stephen Cornell, president of 
the Small Business Advisory Com¬ 
mission, said, “We want to help 
businesses, especially small busi¬ 
nesses, implement this policy.”

Migden to chair appropriations 
committee, as predicted 

Post viewed as second most powerful in Assembly

A s was widely expected, San 
Francisco Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden was named 
chair of the powerful Appropria¬ 
tions Committee by Assembly 
Speaker Cruz Bustamante, D- 


Fresno, on Wednesday, December 
18. The position is regarded as 
second in importance only to the 
speaker of California’s lower 
house. 

Migden’s appointment marks 
the first time that a freshman leg¬ 
islator has chaired the committee. 
She is also the first openly gay or 


lesbian chair of the committee. 

“I am deeply honored that 
Speaker Bustamante has entrust¬ 
ed me with this enormous re¬ 
sponsibility,” Migden stated. “We 
are assembling a team of highly 
respected professionals who will 
assist the committee in ensuring 
that the people of California get a 


Kelli Peterson comes to MCC/SF

K elli Peterson, the young 
lesbian from Salt Lake City 
who became famous last 
year when the Utah State Legisla¬ 
ture outlawed the Gay/Straight 
Alliance she helped establish in 
her high school, attended the 1996 
Youth Caucus last Sunday, De¬ 
cember 15 at the San Francisco 
Metropolitan Community 
Church. The event, which sought 
to provide a spiritual place for 
youth to come and celebrate gay 
and lesbian people, attracted 
about a dozen people. 

Despite the small showing, at¬ 
tendees raised some major and 
important issues at the gathering. 
Among the topics of concern was 
how young people can reconcile 
religion and homosexuality. Said 
Reverend Penny Nixon of 
MCC/SF, “So many young people 
don’t even think [being spiritual] 
is an option, because the main re¬ 
ligious message is anti-gay.” One 
youth present at the caucus con¬ 
firmed Nixon’s assessment, say¬ 
ing, “I was taught I was a devia¬ 
tion in church, and I didn’t hear 
anything [about homosexuality] 
in high school.” 


Yet for many, religion can be 
an escape from a homophobic 
world. “I probably couldn’t have 
started the Gay/Straight Alliance 
without spirituality in my last year 
of high school,” Peterson said. 

Another issue was the lack of 
places for queer youth to go. 
“[When I was a teenager] I was in 
the bars. That was the only place I 
felt safe and had a sense of com¬ 
munity,” said one adult attendee. 

“Now I’m a recovering alco¬ 
holic.” 

Throughout the evening, edu¬ 
cation was a prevalent theme. 
Lack of it was blamed for every¬ 
thing from HIV infection to ho¬ 
mophobia. Said one youth, “I was 
never taught about AIDS. HIV is 
considered a gay disease, that’s 
why they don’t teach about it. As a 
result, I’m HIV-positive.” From 
her experience, Peterson suggest¬ 
ed, “You have to start education 
about what gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple are in kindergarten.” 

Last year, when Peterson was a 
senior at East High School in Salt 
Lake City, she started a 
Gay/Straight Alliance to support 
the LGBTQ kids at her school. 
The principal of the school, sens¬ 
ing a impending protest from par¬ 
ents, asked the state Attorney 
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General to issue a statement say¬ 
ing the club was legal. The Attor¬ 
ney General said it was legal 
under a state equal access law, but 
unfortunately that strategy back¬ 
fired. The school board voted to 
outlaw all non-academic clubs to 
avoid having to keep the 
Gay/Straight Alliance. 

That same week, the state leg¬ 
islature held what’s now known as 
its infamous “secret meeting,” 
which was illegal under Utah 
open-government laws. In the 
meeting, during which the politi¬ 
cians watched the arch-conserva¬ 
tive propaganda video Gay Rights, 
Special Rights and (literally) 
kicked around a copy of Heather 
Has Two Mommies , the legislature 
voted to outlaw school clubs that 
discussed human sexuality, illegal 
behavior, or discrimination. 

The East High School 
Gay/Straight Alliance found a way 
around all these laws, however. 
Currently it is defined as a public 
group that meets at East High 
School, instead of as an official 
school club. The group even rents 
space from the school at six dol¬ 
lars per hour. ▼ 


responsible and cost-effective 
government.” 

Migden was elected to the As¬ 
sembly in March, and easily won 
reelection November 5 to a full 
term. 

The Appropriations Commit¬ 
tee hears and processes all bills 
that have a potential fiscal impact 
on the state and local govern¬ 
ments, with the exception of the 
annual state budget bill. The com¬ 
mittee’s analysis of proposed leg¬ 
islation reflects the best estimate 
of each bill’s cost, savings, and 
revenue impact at the time hear¬ 
ings on the bills are held. 

With few exceptions, bills are 
re-referred to the Appropriations 
Committee after passage from an 
Assembly policy committee. Dur¬ 
ing the current legislative session 
that began December 2, the first 
bills are expected to reach the 
committee in February.

Long considered an expert on 
fiscal matters, Migden served on 
the budget committee of the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
during her first term. As chair of 
the committee in 1993, she was 
instrumental in closing a $184 
million budget deficit. 

Migden now joins the Assem¬ 
bly’s other politically powerful 
lesbian. As reported earlier this 
month. Assemblywoman Sheila 
Kuehl, D-Los Angeles, was ap¬ 
pointed speaker pro tern. She will 
preside over the 80-member As¬ 
sembly in Bustamante’s absence. 
Kuehl is the first woman and first 
open lesbian to hold that post. ▼ 
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Clinton gives America 
an empty present 


T he combination of this year’s late 
Thanksgiving and this week’s glori¬ 
ously unwinterlike days in San Fran¬ 
cisco make it hard to believe Christmas is 
coming this week. We hope Santa is a little 
better prepared than we are, and that he’s 
already packed plenty of coal for Bill Clin¬ 
ton’s stocking. 

The so-called “AIDS Strategy” the presi¬ 
dent released this week is a heartless holi¬ 
day present to people with AIDS, but its 
true mean-spiritedness is to thousands of 
people who will spend this season HIV-neg¬ 
ative, but be needlessly infected by next sea¬ 
son. Clinton knows perfectly well that for 
any real AIDS strategy to be credible, it 
must include needle exchange. His does not. 

Despite ample evidence that laws pro¬ 
hibiting the possession of injection para¬ 
phernalia are counter-productive, the Clin¬ 
ton administration refuses to get law en¬ 
forcement officials off the backs of needle 
exchange programs and the people who run 
them. This country is virtually alone in en¬ 
forcing this obviously deadly policy; the vast 
majority of countries around the globe have 
acknowledged that providing non-HIV-in¬ 
fected syringes to users is not just the right 
thing to do, it is the only thing to do. 

The United States’ failure to face reality 
will result in the unnecessary deaths of 
thousands of drug users. Moreover, to what 
should be the eternal condemnation of peo¬ 
ple who talk about the “innocent victims” 
of AIDS, the virus will get passed on to 
many more thousands of people who just 
happen to be users’ wives and children. 
Even Jesse Helms has said he feels sorry for 
people who were infected that way; surely if 
their stories can tug at what’s left of his 
heart, the rest of America can be shown the 
necessity of needle exchange. 

What that would take, however, is com¬ 
munication from our president, who once 
promised scores of “town hall” meetings 
with the electorate, presumably to discuss 
exactly that sort of complex issue. Regret¬ 
tably, the president has become fearful of 


the public (which often happens to people 
who have something terrible to hide) and 
either doesn’t trust the rest of the country 
or himself to get the point understood. 
Which is ridiculous. 

If Clinton cannot convey the ur¬ 
gency in human terms, perhaps he W , 
can base his appeal on the most ^ 
revered God of twentieth centu- 
ry America: tax dollars. 

Simply put, the country can’t — 
afford the AIDS caseload it has now; 
everybody pays more for it each April 15 
and each time insurance premi- ^ 

urns rise; the way to stop more 
of those costs - literally hun¬ 
dreds of millions into billions 
of dollars - is to stop the 
spread of the virus. And part of that pro¬ 
gram necessitates eliminating stupid laws 
that drive desperate addicts to share needles 
with others who are already infected. 



Instead, Clinton chickened out and 
avoided the issue altogether. But it’s unde¬ 
niable that sometimes not making a deci¬ 
sion is, well, making a decision, and this 
president’s decision is to allow a lot of peo¬ 
ple to die when they don’t have to. 

Meanwhile, while Santa is loading 
up the coal for Clinton, he should be 
sure to bring along plenty more for 
Secretary of Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Donna Shalala, “AIDS Czar” 
Patsy Fleming, and every member of 
the HIV advisory council who voted 
to endorse the wretched thing. 
Actually, those sycophants 
shouldn’t be expecting any¬ 
thing at all from Santa: now 
that they have shown they’re 
completely defanged, they should be hop¬ 
ing for some kind of windfall from the 
tooth fairy.

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An open letter to PETA

L ast June, when several ACT UP chap¬ 
ters around the country confronted 
your organization’s opposition to 
AIDS research, you hid behind red ribbons 
and people with AIDS instead of answering 
our charges. You pulled out PETA staffers, 
calling them “gay” animal rights activists, to 
create an illusion to America and the media 
that you had the support of the gay and les¬ 
bian community. 

You marginalized the gay and lesbian 
struggle for equal rights and liberation, as 
well as the civil rights movement and 
women’s rights issues, by comparing our 
movements and the Holocaust with chick¬ 
en ranching. You challenged us by asking us 
how we, an oppressed people, could sup¬ 
port the continued “oppression” of lab rats 
and roaches. 

You also spoke of the need for increased 
funding for HIV prevention efforts, the im¬ 
portance of housing for people with AIDS, 
the need to increase funding for the care 
and treatment of people with AIDS. 

In other words, you lied. 

Now your response is coming back to 
haunt you. Saturday, December 14th, PETA 
gave a “Humanitarian of the Year” award to 
United States Senator Bob Smith of New 
Hampshire, one of the most consistent op¬ 
ponents of AIDS care, treatment, research, 
and prevention to ever cast his shadow in 
the halls of Congress. 

Smith’s record is so bad on AIDS that he 
was one of only three Senators to oppose 
the reauthorization of the Ryan White 
CARE Act. Perhaps your organization does 
not know what that means to people with 


AIDS. Let me enlighten you. Here in Wash¬ 
ington, DC, we receive about $8 million 
from Ryan White. We use the money to pro¬ 
vide poor people with AIDS access to doc¬ 
tors, drugs, food, housing, dental and home 
healthcare, drug treatment - in other words, 
the basic survival needs of life. As a mem¬ 
ber of the local Ryan White Planning Coun¬ 
cil and the chair of its Fiscal Oversight 
Committee, I can tell you this with certain¬ 
ty: if your “Humanitarian of the Year” had 
his way, many of us living with HIV and 
AIDS would die faster, poorer, and 
hungrier. Bob Smith is no humani¬ 
tarian. Your support of him forever 
associates your organization with 
opposition to the basics of life for 
people with AIDS. You should be 
ashamed of yourselves. 

Several years ago, your 
“Humanitarian of the 
Year” had a bit of a public 
relations problem. His 
consistent record against 
civil rights, civil liberties, health care, gay 
and lesbian rights, AIDS funding, HIV pre¬ 
vention, and housing programs made peo¬ 
ple believe that Bob Smith was a cold, heart¬ 
less, shallow, small-minded bigot. In order 
to solve that public relations problem, a 
member of the Smith staff came upon the 
idea of making him a champion of “animal 
rights.” A vote here, a speech there, an arti¬ 
cle someplace else, and all of a sudden he 
becomes a champion of the animal rights 
movement - all at the expense of gay men, 
lesbians, immigrants, people of color, 
women, people with AIDS, Americans with 
disabilities, and the poor. 

I cannot comprehend how PETA, an or¬ 
ganization that pretends to be concerned 


about the oppression of all species, both 
human and non-human, would ignore 
Smith’s record on issues of concern to pro¬ 
gressives. Do you really believe that he cares 
about laboratory mice and monkeys? This 
is a man who has exploited what he thought 
was a “safe” issue to cloak his record. Un¬ 
fortunately, it seems that PETA sees no 
problem is assisting the Smith charade. 

When I first heard that you were going to 
give an award to Smith, I asked myself if it 
were possible for an organization that regu¬ 
larly submits press releases, photos, and 
celebrity commentaries to the gay media to 
be foolish enough to give an award 
to one of the Senate’s staunchest 
opponents to AIDS funding. I 
was sure it was a mistake. Would 
Dan Mathews, PETA’s self-de¬ 
scribed “AIDS activist” ho¬ 
mosexual spokesmodel 
catch this faux pas? If he 
were really an “AIDS ac¬ 
tivist,” he would. After all, 
we don’t call Bob Smith “The Jesse Helms of 
the North” for nothing. Well, we now know 
that Dan Mathews and his fellow PETA 
house homosexuals are not AIDS activists. 

Your organization’s alleged “gay AIDS 
activists” are sitting by and watching PETA 
honor a man who agrees with Pat 
Buchanan’s homophobic contention that 
AIDS is somehow “God’s punishment.” 
Where is your compassion for the millions 
of gays and lesbians across America, includ¬ 
ing Smith’s daughter? How dare you honor 
a man who puts the life of a lab rat above 
the dignity and honor of his own child? T

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Internal memo 

It is a mystery to me as to how so many gay men 
have managed to escape the information about the 
new anal condom, Reality, which unfortunately, on 
the box, says female condom, when it works superbly 
for men. 

A few pointers: 

1. Do not wait until the “moment of truth” to in¬ 
sert these. They take a bit of dexterity and are best 
done alone, in private, well before the act takes place. 
They come with a lubricant that allows you to install 
the inside ring neatly in place beforehand. They take 
a bit of getting used to, as a lot of the condom hangs 
out before you insert a penis into it. Inside, they give 
you a slightly full feeling for a bit, but they can be left 
in place while walking or sitting or standing with no 
problem. 

2. That strange ring that is inside you does not 
have any ability to break or shatter under any cir¬ 
cumstances, so don’t worry about it cutting you. It is 
so pliable that no amount of bending or twisting 
could break it. It is also, though you would not think 
so, not in the way of the penis, no matter how large, 
and your partner cannot feel it. 

3. It is important to sit on the penis or guide it 
carefully between the “outside ring” to avoid it acci¬ 
dentally slipping into you bare, next to the condom 
instead of in it. 

4. Any kind of lubricant can be safely used, but the 
water-based give the best “feel.” 

5. If you tended to get raw or tender in 
the past during unprotected fucking, this 
really stops that, as the condom protects 
the tissues and prevents abrasion. 

6. Neither you nor your partner will 
know it’s in place, and I find that you feel 
a bit panicky at times, not being able to 
feel it at all, so gently feeling the outer 
ring with your hand and ensuring the 
penis is inside it helps out. 

7. Removing them afterward is easy. 

Be sure to hold the open end closed and do not flush, 
as it is not flushable due to the nylon rings. The last 
thing you need to do is clog up the trick’s toilet! 

8. If, for any reason, you insert one and don’t use 
it that night, do not reuse it in the future. Best to start 
over, even though they are around $3 a fuck. 

9. Tell your friends: they feel wonderful. You will 
never know you have a condom in place!

Behind closed doors 

Before I go into the subject of sex club regulation 
I would like to provide three dictionary definitions. 
Privacy is the condition of being secluded or isolated 
from view. Public means open to the knowledge or 
judgment of all. Voyeur is a person who derives sex¬ 
ual gratification from observing the sexual acts of 
others. In South Africa during apartheid there was a 
law called the “Immorality Act” which forbid interra¬ 
cial love affairs. In order to enforce this law the South 
African government had to implement measures sim¬ 
ilar to those being considered in San Francisco in re¬ 
gard to the sex clubs. In a culture that prides itself in 
its constitutional protection of privacy, it takes some 
smooth talking and deception to implement such 
laws. In a city that solves the problem of buses never 
running on time by printing schedules with no times, 
it is no surprise that they want to destroy the consti¬ 
tutional right to privacy by forbidding rooms with 
locked doors and requiring monitors to control sex¬ 
ual behavior. As someone who has lived outside San 
Francisco for most of the last six years I would like to 
point out that AIDS and the number of deaths in this 
city is no excuse for the blatant disregard for our 
rights. 

Gay clubs in most other major cities in the West 
contain restaurants, bars, wet and dry saunas, gyms, 
movie rooms, and private locked rooms. It was the 
court ruling by a judge in the 1980s that set San Fran¬ 
cisco aside from the rest of the world. It was this gov¬ 
ernment interference which created the horrible con¬ 
ditions which exist today. It is unbelievable to me that 
we even have this debate going on. What I do behind 
closed doors with another adult is nobody’s business. 

It is my personal experience that people in these other 
cities, mostly in Europe, take sexuality for granted as 
NATURAL. This is something that is hard for Amer¬ 
icans to grasp from our Puritanical “sex is dirty” point 
of view. It is also my personal experience that in the 
places which treat sexuality as a NATURAL part of 
life, putting on a condom before sex is more com¬ 
mon. In all my travels in the world I have had more 
experiences with persons initiating unsafe sex in San 
Francisco. This is a problem of drug abuse and lack of 
proper education in a nurturing environment. Cre¬ 
ating clubs as defined in San Francisco encourage 
group sex, multiple partners and transmission of 
STDs. The traditional gay bathhouses were better in 
all respects.

Sexual liberties 

Rene Beauchamp’s “Bring back the 
Bathhouses” ( B.A.R ., Nov. 28, 1996) 
says, “Perhaps it’s time for the return of 
the Coalition To Preserve Our Sexual 
Civil Liberties (which fought the clo¬ 
sure of the bathhouses in 1984), renamed 
the Coalition to Reclaim Our Sexual Liberties.” 

The Committee to Preserve Our Sexual and Civil 
Liberties is still here (P.O. Box 422385, SF 94142- 
2385). Twelve years ago The Committee presented Dr. 
Merv Silverman an ugly tie to commemorate his 
sneaking through bathhouse closure over the 1984 
Christmas holiday. Since then, some things are better 
and some worse. There seems a much wider percep¬ 
tion in the “gay community” scapegoating bathhous¬ 
es and sex clubs was not the most effective way to stop 
AIDS. It is not clear the government has learned that. 

The Committee To Preserve Our Sexual and Civil 
Liberties participated in drawing up and endorsed the 
“Coalition For Healthy Sex” initial “voluntary” guide¬ 
lines for commercial sex businesses. (Originally the 
Coalition was intended to set up “guidelines” and 
then to slowly fade away; instead it later became a for¬ 
mal institutional body largely devoted to inventing 
programs to justify its continued existence.) We did 
not endorse extension of government control to “pri¬ 
vate” sex parties. We did not endorse any use of these 
voluntary guidelines for regulation. (Dr. Katz has 
never considered the “voluntary” guidelines anything 
but regulation and a legitimating pretext for his of¬ 
fice’s involvement in sex club control.) We have con¬ 
sistently opposed government sex spies, whether con¬ 
tracted to private agencies or run through the SF 
AIDS office or its affiliates. 

We do have a 12-year position that gay men have 
a right to choose their own behaviors and they are re¬ 
sponsible for those choices. Insofar as there is a role 
for “government intervention,” it is education and 
voluntary. We do not believe it is the proper role of 
government to regulate (whether in “public” or pri¬ 
vate) those individual choices or to enforce them 
through legal coercion. 

The Committee has not taken a position on the 
Ammiano bill. The bill is irrelevant since Dr. Katz 
now has discarded even the pretext of “voluntary” 
guidelines and said he has absolute power to control 
“public sex” and doesn’t need the Ammiano law any¬ 
way. 

Intimidation through use of selective “safety” reg¬ 
ulations is a violation of constitutional and human 
rights and should be condemned by all. 

We encourage Rene Beauchamp, Michael Petrelis 
or anyone else raising these issues. I suspect the 
Shifts/Ammiano/Katz position is going to be around 
for at least 12 more years.

Project Fail To Inform 

Your November 28 story “Project Inform focuses 
on outreach to communities of color” is disturbing. I 
find it ironic that Project Inform is now attempting to 
use a black person to push toxic drugs on communi¬ 
ties of color. Founding Director Martin Delaney failed 
in his attempts to prevent government funding of 
black people’s attempts at using less toxic methods of 
fighting AIDS. Mr. Delaney vehemently opposed the 
use of government funds to test low-dose alpha-in¬ 
terferon as an alternative to AZT. This was not sur¬ 
prising, as one of Project Inform’s corporate sponsors 
manufacturers AZT. PI neglected to inform people 
that AZT was not HIV-specific, e.g. it is cytotoxic to 
all cells. It is now failing to inform people that pro¬ 
tease inhibitors are inhibiting all protease enzymes in 
the body. This includes enzymes required for the di¬ 
gestion of proteins, as well as enzymes required for 
HIV to reproduce. Assimilating proteins is a problem 
for many people with AIDS. Project Inform’s failure 
to cite this side effect is a major omission. 

Project Inform solicits money from drug compa¬ 
nies and then advocates the use of the companies’ 
drugs. It does not fairly report all side effects of these 
drugs because of this inherent conflict of interest.

This anti-inflammatory action 
knocks down symptoms, so the patient feels good, 
just as with the immune suppressive therapies associ¬ 
ated with baboon bone marrow transplants. Would 
the Dumpees agree or not? And what about the re¬ 
cent cautious comments by Donald Abrams? 

Certainly it would be good if the honeymoon lasts, 
and hopefully will for a long time, because quality of 
life is paramount to all people with AIDS. But if it 
doesn’t, as was the case with AZT monotherapy, the 
pill-pushing Dumpees will have some explaining to do.

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State loses 
Cabinet muscle

W ith President Bill Clin¬ 
ton’s second-term Cabi¬ 
net now nearly complet¬ 
ed, the Golden State stands to lose 
much of the clout it enjoyed dur¬ 
ing his first term. Indeed, consid¬ 
ering the powerful positions that 
are being vacated, Californians are 
leaving the Cabinet practically 
bare of important members from 
this state. 

White House Chief of Staff 
Leon Panetta is departing next 
month to return home to Carmel 
to consider a run for governor in 
1998. Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher and Commerce 
Secretary Mickey Kan- 
tor, both Californians, 
are leaving the Cabinet. 

Defense Secretary 
William Perry is re¬ 
turning to Stanford 
University, and the 
list of new Clinton 
Cabinet ap¬ 
pointees is re¬ 
markably Cal¬ 
ifornia-free. 

In fact, I am hard-pressed to 
think of a single Californian in 
that august group. Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein probably put it 
best when she remarked last week 
that “for these four years, the pres¬ 
ident needed California, and now 
- in the crassest analysis - he 
doesn’t,” adding that “it would be 
hard for me to see the administra¬ 
tion not wanting to pay attention 
to California.” 

Not to worry, DiFi. One top 
White House aide, noticing that 
California seems to be getting 
passed over, told reporters that 
“the attention California received 
these past years by the president 
was, as much as anything, driven 
by Bill Clinton rather than having 
a bunch of Californians in the 
Cabinet, so not by any stretch of 
the imagination should you sug¬ 
gest that California is going to get 
shorted if there aren’t an equal 
number of people from the state 
who emerge in the ‘Clinton II’ 
Cabinet.” 

Politics and people 

Finance records show that it 
cost East Bay Congresswoman- 
elect Ellen Tauscher a whopping 
$2-1/2 million to oust GOP in¬ 
cumbent Representative Bill 
Baker in last month’s election. 
So? She won, didn’t she? If you 
want to talk about spendthrift 
politicos, what about “Iron” Mike 
Huffington? Arianna’s hubbie 
spent a record $27 million of his 
own money to lose to Dianne Fe¬ 
instein. 

Incidentally, now that all the 
congressional elections are over 
(including the three runoffs held 
in Texas last week), the new 105th 
Congress’ final tally will be 227 
Republicans in the House, 207 
Democrats and one Independent, 
with the GOP controlling the Sen¬ 
ate 55-45. 

Political rarity: Forty years ago 
in 1956, West Virginia voters 
elected Republican Cecil Under¬ 
wood, then 34, their youngest- 
ever governor. Last month that 
state again elected the same man, 
now 74, as the state’s oldest gov¬ 
ernor. 

Close Shave Dept.: In South 
Dakota, a recount showed that 
one candidate for the state legis¬ 
lature won her seat by a single 


vote. In the next district, the win¬ 
ner won his seat by only two 
votes. 

While I am not exactly Bill 
Clinton’s biggest fan, I have to 
agree with some in the White 
House (and James Carville in 
particular) that Independent 
Counsel Kenneth Starr, who is 
heading the Whitewater investiga¬ 
tion, is far from “independent.” 
Starr is clearly a partisan Repub¬ 
lican with a partisan agenda (he 
recently even shared a podium 
with good friend Pat Robertson) 
and should be replaced with 
someone who could be truly ob¬ 
jective.

would automate the copying of 
files and replacing file data for the 
hyperlinks. 

To help get myself into a frame 
of mind of believing I could carry 
this off no sweat, I photocopied a 
Doonesbury panel, enlarged it, and 
slapped it on my wall at work. It’s 
the one where Mike’s looking over 
Kim’s shoulder while she’s lost in 
binary and saying, “You know, 
there’s nothing sexier that a 
girl geek on a big coding run.” 

Of course, I pasted over the 
binary with <A HREF= (the 
start of the code for a hyper¬ 
link). And indeed, 
when I got to cruising 
along, I felt pretty 
darned pleased with 
myself. 

So then an¬ 
other bit of 
synchronicity 
happened: thanks to some new 
distribution scheme that leaves the 
Wall Street Journal on a table in 
the coffee room at Th’ Day Job, I 
learned that same week that Rosie 
the Riveter invented computer 
programming. It’s true! I think I’d 
heard there were women involved 
early on, but hadn’t known that 
the first electronic computer - the 
ENIAC - had been programmed 
by six women: Marlyn Wescoff, 
Ruth Lichterman, Kay McNulty, 
Frances Bilas, Betty Snyder Hol- 
berton, and Jean Jennings Bartik. 

Best and brightest 

They were “computers” - cal¬ 
culator operators called what the 
machine would eventually be 
called, just as typists were once 
“typewriters” - doing calculations 
on adding machines to figure tra¬ 
jectories for WWII artillery gun¬ 
ners. As the best and brightest, 
they were recruited to reconfigure 
the dials and cables of the new 
Electronic Numerical Integrator 
and Computer at the University 
of Pennsylvania for each new 
problem. They had no manuals or 
programming languages at all: 
just the machine and human 
logic. They had to figure out how 
to “program” it themselves. And 
since the Army brass in charge of 
the project considered them 
merely clerical workers, they were 
denied security clearance to enter 
the ENIAC room and had to fig¬ 
ure out the machine from wiring 
diagrams! 

And they succeeded - though 
typically, credit for the first com¬ 
puter programming went to the 
hardware engineers with whom 
they worked. It took a Harvard 
undergraduate programmer, 
Kathryn Kleiman, to follow the 


trail of a lone footnote to the fe¬ 
male inventors of computer pro¬ 
gramming. Now an attorney in 
Rosslyn, Virginia, she has been at¬ 
tempting for years to get software 
companies to put up the money 
for a documentary on the ENIAC 
programmers, five of whom are 
still alive. WSJ columnist Thomas 
Petzinger Jr. points out that an 
over-fascination with the 
hardware, and old-fash¬ 
ioned sexism, have kept 
the industry and the 
public from realizing the 
technology’s debt to these 
women. 

After the ENIAC was 
unveiled to the public, 
Jean Bartik joined 
mathemati¬ 
cian Adele 
Goldstine in 
leading a team 
to create “stored programs” so 
that the hardware would not have 
to be rewired for each problem. 
While mathematician John van 
Nuemann published the first 
paper on the theory of internal 
programming, Jean Bartik was the 
geek grrl who actually invented 
and wrote the first code. 

Bartik and Betty Holberton 
were reunited in 1948 at the 
ENIAC creators’ new firm (the 
first high-tech start-up?) to help 
create the first general-purpose 
electronic computer, the Univer¬ 
sal Automatic Computer or UNI- 
VAC. Holberton sweated out the 
“human engineering” that would 
make the UNIVAC user-friendly- 
which meant intuitive. Working 
with mnemonics of her own de¬ 
vising, she wrote the first pro¬ 
gramming language, C-10, which 
made it possible to control the 
computer with typewritten com¬ 
mands instead of electrical hard¬ 
ware. The number pad alongside 
the typewriter keyboard, which 
allows numbers to be entered as 
easily as letters, is also her inven¬ 
tion - and it is a feature of PCs 
and Macs today. 

But programming languages 
are only as good as the applica¬ 
tions written in them. Betty Hol¬ 
berton headed the development 
of a “sort generator” that could 
organize payroll, inventory, and 
other data according to user-de¬ 
fined parameters. This was the 
first instance of using a computer 
to program an application. Re¬ 
maining in the field through 
1983, Holberton led the commit¬ 
tee working to create standards 
for a Common Business Oriented 
Language (COBOL) and played a 
similar role in the creation of

But one par¬ 
ticular pair has been the focus of 
attention by psychologists and 
scientists almost since the time 
they were born. Why? Because of 
a tragic accident that befell one of 
them while he was being circum¬ 
cised, an accident that - you 
guessed it - destroyed his penis. 
The electrocautery knife was set 
with too high a current, and the 
entire penis became necrotic and 
sloughed off. 

This was in 1965 or there¬ 
abouts. The parents were ex¬ 
tremely upset, of course. They ag¬ 
onized over what to do. Eventual¬ 
ly they were persuaded to have the 
child surgically reassigned as a 
girl. And so, when the child was 
about one year old, its testicles 
were removed. This was intended 
to be the first stage of sex reas¬ 
signment; the second stage, con¬ 
struction of a vagina, was to be 
carried out around puberty. 

In taking this course of action, 
the parents were strongly support¬ 
ed by John Money, a sexologist at 
Johns Hopkins Medical School. 
Influenced by the “standard social 
sciences model” that dominated 
developmental psychology in the 
1960s, Money had promoted the 
notion that gender identity is 
learned during childhood. There¬ 
fore, He reasoned, this child could 
learn to be a girl, if the parents 
treated it as such. So he urged 
them to do so, and he told them 
that the child would develop into a 
heterosexual woman with a female 
gender identity. The parents did as 
he suggested, dressing the “girl” in 
frilly blouses, letting her hair grow 
long, and encouraging her to help 
with the housework. 

For a long time, it seemed like 


Money’s prophesy would be ful¬ 
filled. Every year, the parents came 
back with glowing reports about 
their son’s masculinity and their 
daughter’s femininity. “She likes 
for me to wipe her face,” said her 
mother. “She doesn’t like to be 
dirty, and yet my son is quite dif¬ 
ferent. I can’t wash his face for 
anything.” And at Christmastime 
the son asked for a 
toy garage, but the 
daughter asked for a 
doll’s house. They were re¬ 
hearsing, as Money believed, 
their respective adult roles as 
breadwinner and nurturer. Still, 
the daughter wasn’t al¬ 
ways the demure little 
girl. Once, when the 
twins were five years 
old, they were taking a 
bath together, and the 
boy started bragging about his 
penis. “He managed to get a hard- 
on,” his mother said, “and he was 
standing there and saying, ‘Look 
what I got, look what I got,’ proud 
as a peacock, and she got so mad 
she slapped him - she didn’t like it 
- right on his little penis.” 

Money wrote about these 
twins on several occasions, and 
they came to be seen as the 
strongest possible support for his 
theory of gender. They even made 
their way into college textbooks as 
proof of the “overriding role of 
life experiences in molding 
human sexuality.” 

Gender identity reorder 

But when the children came to 
puberty, a funny thing happened. 
Money stopped writing about 
them. Just when everyone wanted 
to hear about how the boy grew 
up into a studly young man, and 
the girl into a charming young 
lady, there was silence. 

It took some detective work 
by Micky Goldberg, a sexologist 
at the University of Hawaii, to 


find out what had come of the 
twins. The boy grew up into a 
man as expected. The girl, when 
she was 12, was given estrogens 
to induce puberty (since she had 
no ovaries to produce her own 
estrogens). So she grew breasts, 
but she hated them. She began 
dressing and living as a male, 
using the name “John.” At four¬ 
teen, she demanded 
and received a 
bilateral mastec¬ 
tomy. In the following two 
years she asked for and under¬ 
went operations to reconstruct 
a scrotum and a penis, thus 
changing sex for a sec¬ 
ond time. John was 
sexually attracted to 
girls, never to boys. 
From the age of 18 he 
had sex with girls, 
with the aid of a prosthesis. He 
now lives with a woman, and the 
couple have adopted children. 

It’s amazing to me how many 
psychologists still cling to the no¬ 
tion that a person’s sense of 
whether they are a man or a 
woman is learned - a consequence 
of role modeling, rewards and 
punishments, and the like. These 
twins tell a very different story. 
They’re telling us that gender is 
something you’re born with - 
something robust enough to show 
itself, no matter what life throws 
in your way. T

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On both sides of the aisle: 
the gay marriage op-ed round-up

|i%> ince the December 3 Baehr 
v. Miike ruling in favor of 
same-sex marriage, people 
from all around the country have 
weighed in with their opinions. 
The issue, once discussed only by 
the major metropolitan papers, 
has now become truly national in 
scope, as smaller towns such as 
Waco, Texas, and Rapid City, 
Montana weigh in on the issue. 

• The December 11 edition of 
the Waco Tribune Herald featured 
an editorial by Senior Editor Row¬ 
land Nethaway in which he notes 
that “The fact that up to 80 per¬ 
cent of Americans oppose gay 
marriages is not the point. The 
majority rules insofar as it does 
not infringe upon the rights and 
freedoms granted to all Ameri¬ 
cans who must be afforded equal 
treatment under the law.” 

• On December 10, columnist 
Ron Marr of the Rapid City 
[Montana] Journal wrote in “On 
Gay Marriage, Some Healthy In¬ 
tolerance, Please” that Judge 
Chang had demonstrated “sun¬ 
stroke brain spasms” in ruling for 
same-sex marriage. Of gay people 
he says, “It’s not enough for this 
mewling crowd to make their own 
choices and shut up about it; they 


want a standing ovation. Our tol¬ 
erance ends when we are told 
what to think or believe, when we 
are told to disregard our values 
and conscience in order to satisfy 
the odd and narcissistic wishes of 
a vocal subculture.” 

• Conservative Washington Post 
columnist Jonathan Yardley, who 
has in the past not supported gay 
issues, wrote a December 9 col¬ 
umn in favor of same-sex mar¬ 
riage, saying that, “If two people 
want to cohabit in a peaceful way 
under a formal arrangement that 
causes no threat to others, what 
right do the rest of us have to pre¬ 
vent them from doing so?” 

• The December 7 edition of 
the Los Angeles Times had a 
“Community Essay” from Kirby 
Tepper, who noted, “By the time 
Showboat was written [the late 
1920s], the law [on inter-racial 
marriage] was changing, even 
though public opinion had not. 
Isn’t it interesting that countless 
people flock to see Showboat and 
take it for granted that the bad 
guys are the ones who try to stop 
the marriage between the black 
woman and the white man? Gay 
people deserve the same applica¬ 
tion of the law.” 

• The Chicago Tribune's De¬ 
cember 8 editorial pleads for “sep¬ 
arate but equal,” saying, “There is 
an obvious way to accommodate 
the interests of gays without in¬ 
sulting traditional conceptions of 


matrimony: provide a legal 
framework for homosexuals who 
want more or less permanent 
partnerships and give it some 
other name that marriage.” 

• On December 9, USA Today 
had an editorial in favor of same- 
sex marriage, while printing an 
opposing view by homophobic 
religious radical Lou Sheldon. 

Speak now or forever hold 
your peace on MSNBC 

At the MSNBC website, the 
question is currently being posed: 
“Same-sex marriage - The end of 
family life as we know it ...or 
no big deal?” The responses 
vary from the hostile to the 
supportive. 

The question is 
worded oddly. After all, 
same-sex marriage is a 
“big deal,” but it is not 
the “end of family life as 
we know it.” While the 
legal sanction of 
same-sex marriage 
will bring additional 
rights that lesbian, gay, and bisex¬ 
ual couples fundamentally de¬ 
serve, it will also enhance the fam¬ 
ily life of thousands of lesbian, 
gay, and bisexual couples, with or 
without children, who already 
have loving, committed relation¬ 
ships.

Uncivilized Honda Civic ad 

A national Honda ad is driving 
GLAAD and our community to 
distress. A young man in his 1997 
Civic is shown being interviewed 
for several implicitly undesirable 
career opportunities, including 
raising emu and selling hot dogs 
in the desert. In the last interview, 
the man talks to a sailor who says, 
“Twelve men, one boat— What 
could be better?” while plac¬ 
ing his hand on the man’s 
shoulder. The man 
looks worriedly at the 
sailor’s hand and then 
at the audience, as if to 
say, “Help me.” 

The idea that the 
sailor and his crew are 
a threat to this man’s 
presumed heterosexu¬ 
ality is clearly the in¬ 
tent of the commer¬ 
cial’s final scene. The “punchline” 
plays on societal fear and discom¬ 
fort with homosexuality, and the 
assumption that this Civic-dri¬ 
ving man is straight and narrow¬ 
minded while the sailor is gay and 
predatory. This is a homophobic, 
stereotypical lemon of a joke. 
GLAAD has received dozens of 
AlertLine calls and e-mails about 
this offensive, thoughtless and in¬ 
sulting commercial. 

Tell Honda that stooping to 
anti-gay stereotyping is certainly 
a way to drive away customers.

King of idiocy 

After Jonathan Schmitz was 
sentenced for second-degree mur¬ 
der for the shooting death of 
openly gay Scott Amedure, the 
media has made its final pro¬ 
nouncements on the trial. The 
Detroit Free Press featured colum¬ 
nist Susan Ager’s December 8 en¬ 
lightened essay which said, “The 
tragedy of Jonathan Schmitz is 
not that talk show producers set 
him up to be ambushed by a gay 
man’s crush, but that society 
trained him to be humiliated and 
angered by it - to the point of 
murder. Fuses like this smolder 
from childhood, lit by parents, 
teachers, and ministers who de¬ 
monize gay men and women, and 
who label homosexuality a per¬ 
version ...by movies and locker 
room talk that makes fun of gays, 
leading a guy like Schmitz to ago¬ 
nize, perhaps, over what Ame- 
dure’s crush on him implied 
about his own sexuality.” She 
adds, “Most of us never kill some¬ 
one who embarrasses us. It is a 
tragedy that Jonathan Schmitz 
could see no other point.” 

The December 4 episode of 
Larry King Live, on the other 
hand, perpetuated the worst of 
the “talk show on trial” hype, cou¬ 
pled with the nineties version of 
the “homosexual panic” defense, 
by painting the murderer as vic¬ 
tim. King tried to egg the Ame- 
dures into saying the sentence 
should not have been first-degree 
murder because,“[Schmitz is] ob¬ 
viously not a murderer. ...Isn’t 
the sentence about right consider¬ 
ing all the extenuating circum¬ 
stances in this case?” When the 
Amedures failed to take the bait, 
King said, “There has to be a rea¬ 
son for why people do what they 
do. He wasn’t robbing a bank.” 
Later, King brought Allyn Schmitz 
(Jonathan’s father) in, who said he 
thought the sentence was too 
strict considering “his mental 
condition and how he was basi¬ 
cally lured onto the Jenny Jones 
show and then basically stalked by 
Scott Amedure who, in my opin¬ 
ion, was a sexual predator.” 

Please thank Susan Ager for 
her clear-headed and sane re¬ 
sponse amid the hype and insani¬ 
ty. Tell Larry King that he has 
dishonored Amedure and dimin¬ 
ished the severity of anti-gay hate 
crimes with his words.

Tears 


The sale price of a house is 
determined by an appraisal or.

T here’s something about the 
essential squareness of the 
number four that seems to 
appeal to everyone. Native Amer¬ 
icans quartered the universe into 
active and passive principles;

a fat card. An antique feather fan 
may be both black and camp, for 
example, or the latest Ferron 
album may be both political and 
romantic, but it is generally pos¬ 
sible to categorize every item on 
gay holiday shopping lists as 
some variation on those four 
themes. 

It’s enough to make one won¬ 


der if the Three Wise Men weren’t 
at least a little gay: they brought 
the baby Jesus gold (which is po¬ 
litical); frankincense (which is ro¬ 
mantic); and myrrh (which is 
black and camp).

L isa Vroman, who plays the

Last week, the San Francisco 
company of Phantom marked its 
third anniversary and 1,260th 
performance. 

“Home for the Holidays” is 
SFGMC’s animal Christmas Eve 
concert, which Artistic Director 
Stan Hill describes as the chorus’s 
“gift to the community.” Aside 
from the personal time chorus 
members have to give up of their 
traditional Christmas Eve activi¬ 
ties, a lot of logistical work has to 
be done to put up these concerts. 
Hill says that because the Castro

The shows will be at 5, 7, 
and 9 p.m. “We have also com¬ 
mitted never to raise ticket prices 
to make this holiday show af¬ 
fordable to everyone,” Hill added. 

Aside from Vroman, Aus¬ 
tralian organist Don Thompson 
will join SFGMC for the Castro 
Theatre concert. 

Just like its audiences, the 
chorus is continuously growing. 
It now has a singing membership 
of 180, not to mention its volun¬ 
teer staff that helps with produc¬ 
tion and fund development. This 
year’s concert at the Castro The¬ 
atre culminates an extremely 
busy and productive year for the 
chorus, highlighted by the com¬ 
missioning and CD recording of 
Naked Man, composed by Robert 
Seeley, and the trip to Tampa, 
Florida to attend the Gay and 
Lesbian Association (GALA) of 
Choruses’ quadrennial festival. 
Right now, the chorus is gearing 
up for its 20th anniversary con¬

Additional safety data 

Safety data were obtained from two additional 
sources in which large populations were vaccinat¬ 
ed. In an outbreak setting in which 4,930 individu¬ 
als were immunized with a single dose of either 
720 EL.U. or 1440 ELU. of Havrix. the vaccine was 
well-tolerated and no serious adverse events due 
to vaccination were reported. Overall, less than 
10% of vaccinees reported solicited general 
adverse events following the vaccine. The most 
common solicited local adverse event was pain at 
the injection site, reported in 22.3% of subjects at 
24 hours and decreasing to 2.4% by 72 hours. 

In a field efficacy trial, 19,037 children received 
the 360 ELU. dose of Havrix.

“Lavender products are sup¬ 
posed to be soothing,” Jerez said. 
“And Vanilla is supposedly an 
aphrodisiac.” 

These scented products are 
available in such forms as massage 
oils, shower gels, and bubble bath. 

Also popular this year, Jerez 
said, is The Body Shop’s pepper¬ 
mint foot lotion, which was fea¬ 
tured in a romantic scene in the 
British coming-out movie Beauti¬ 
ful Thing. 

Jerez said he had filled many 
requests for gift baskets with a va¬ 
riety of items for a couple to 
share. Customers even bring in 
their own items to be included in 
a basket, such as a bottle of cham¬ 
pagne. 

Many romantic gifts are prod¬ 
ucts that can be used by a couple 
during intimate moments togeth¬ 
er. Employees at Main Line Gifts 
(516 Castro) suggest “Tub Tea,” a 
mixed bag of herbs and aromatic 
products that dissolve into a bath¬ 
tub that a couple could share. 
Candles also make good romantic 
gifts, one employee said. 

“They provide nice mood 
lighting,” he said. “But it all de¬ 
pends on who’s there with you.” 

For those who enjoy reading, 
in or out of a tub full of tea, the 
right books can be wonderfully 
romantic. Caroline Boyden, a 
buyer for A Different Light 
bookstore (489 Castro), said a 
book could be a romantic gift if it 
were the right type of book for the 
right person. 
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“For me it is, because I’m a big 
book fiend,” she said. “There are a 
lot of very well-put-together 
books that are nice to look at and 
read, but they also are simply nice 
as objects, too.” 

A few new books on shelves 
this year might be especially ap¬ 
propriate for romantic gifts at 
Christmas: 

• Between Us, edited by Kay 
Turner, is a selection of love letters 
between lesbians. The hardcover 
book includes lots of pictures and 
collages of photos and letters. 

• Male Bonding is a photogra¬ 
phy book of male couples featur¬ 
ing the work of many well-known 
photographers. 

• Living Happily Ever After pro¬ 
files 30 older couples (gay, lesbian, 
and heterosexual) who talk about 
their everlasting love. 

• Happily Ever After and Once 
Upon A Time are two new an¬ 
thologies of gay and lesbian erot¬ 
ica, based on traditional fairy 
tales. 

Dogged relationship 

No matter who you ask about 
romantic Christmas gifts, you’re 
likely to get a different answer 
from everyone. Tim Thrush, a 
Santa Clara resident visiting the 
Castro last week, told the B.A.R. 
about the most romantic Christ¬ 
mas gift he ever got with a former 
boyfriend: a pet. 

“It’s like gay men’s children,” 
he said. “We got ourselves a 
puppy. But it was a very big deal 
to a gay couple. It was like a whole 
adoption agency thing.” 

Thrush said he and his 
boyfriend studied different breeds 
and even consulted a professional 
breeder to determine what dogs 
might best represent their person¬ 
alities. In the end, they chose an 
American Eskimo dog. 

“We picked the dog’s name on 
the way home,” Thrush said. 
“We’d pass him back and forth, 
trying to pick a name based on 
how he felt to us.” 

They also spent a very large 
amount of time picking out dog 
toys, a kennel, and talking about 
coordinating their schedules so 
Jules wouldn’t be alone for long 
periods of time. 

“For the whole year after that, 
our whole world revolved around 
him,” Thrush said. “It was our 
child. But then [after Thrush and 
his boyfriend broke up], Paul got 
custody, so I haven’t seen Jules in 
months!” 

But even though his relation¬ 
ship came to an end, Thrush still 
remembers that Christmas for the 
romantic gift. 

It seems that what makes a gift 
romantic is less of what it actual¬ 
ly is, and more of what is done 
with it or how much thought 
went into it. So choose your own 
romantic gifts wisely this Christ¬ 
mas, and the romance may hap¬ 
pen on its own. T

F orget Hawaii until next year. 
It still isn’t possible for us to 
give our loved ones that 
long-promised Hawaiian wedding 
song (plus accompanying cere¬ 
mony, catering headaches, in-law 
meetings, and arguments over 
bridesperson garments) until 
Christmas 1997 at least. 

No problem. 

Gays and lesbians who are un¬ 
fettered by the constraints of het¬ 
erosexual tradition can opt to wait 
until later for the wedding and 
skip to the good stuff - the hon¬ 
eymoon - for this year’s Christ¬ 
mas gift. For the most romantic 
present imaginable, a Pacific Is¬ 
land honeymoon that will cause 
your own folks to turn gan¬ 
grenous with envy when they 
compare it with theirs in Niagara 
Falls, try Fiji. 

The Pacific island nation is 
probably best known to gays and 
lesbians as the place where San 
Francisco philanthropist Jim 
Hormel was considered - briefly 
- as U.S. ambassador earlier this 
year. Hormel didn’t get posted 
there, but that’s a reflection on the 
Clinton Administration, not the 
lush and lovely country floating in 
the South Pacific. Fiji, despite a 
rarely enforced sodomy law, is as 
hospitable to gay tourists as any¬ 
where in the world - and a good 
deal more so than many places 
here in the United States. 

By far, the most gay-friendly 
space in Fiji is the “Man Friday 
Resort,” which caters as much to a 
completely gay/lesbian clientele as 
is legally possible. Overseen by the 
boundless energy and Australian 
goodwill of general manager 
David Middlemiss, Man Friday 
provides the kind of getaway most 
people only imagine. Couples are 
bunked in fully modern bure bun¬ 
galows overlooking a seemingly 
endless Pacific Ocean lapping at 
coral reefs and sandy beaches and 
lovingly looked over by a 
thoughtful staff. 

Meals are served in the central 
lodge, which is also a convenient 
place to meet the other new ar¬ 
rivals and talk about how beauti¬ 
ful everything is, about the liber¬ 
ating lack of news from home 
(which lies on the other side of 
the international dateline and is 
already, therefore, beyond help), 
and about the amazing hibiscus 
blooms the size of Kate Moss that 
appear in new colors every day on 
the pillows and the backs of the 
urinals.

Weather to love 

Because Fiji lies below the 
equator, its seasons are the oppo¬ 
site of ours, but because of its 
tropical setting the weather never 
gets cold. Man Friday, which is sit¬ 
uated on the southern “Coral 
Coast,” gets cooling breezes dur¬ 
ing the hottest months, so it does¬ 
n’t get too hot or humid. The re¬ 
sort’s beach is protected from 
predatory sea creatures by its own 
barrier reef, which also helps to 
keep the water at land’s edge 
about the same temperature as 
the average swimming pool. 

And for those who prefer 
pools, there’s one of those, too. In 
keeping with the Robinson Cru¬ 
soe/Man Friday motif, it is foot¬ 
shaped, down to the toes. (“Is the 
pool very deep?” “No, it’s only a 
foot,” is a common wisecrack 
among those people who lounge 
about it every day, usually with 
fresh cocktails in their hands and 
a layer of sunscreen on their 
noses.) 

The poolside bar uses the local 
fruits - without the gold-medal¬ 
winning local Fiji Rum, upon re¬ 
quest, for non-drinkers - to cre¬ 
ate drinks that, with the exchange 
rate, cost about the same as Mar- 
garitas at airport bars, but are a lot 
better. 

It is the rare traveler who 
wants nothing more than sun and 
sea and salt air for a full week, so 
Man Friday has scoured the sur¬ 
rounding area for entertaining ex¬ 
cursions. Side trips include visits 
to a rainforest waterfall, to a vil¬ 
lage where the women carry on a 
pottery-making tradition vastly 
different from that of any other 
country, and to an adjacent island 
for some eye-popping snorkeling. 
Some weekend nights, if it rains, 
groups will pile into the distinc¬ 
tive Man Friday minibus and ca¬ 


reen over the mountain roads into 
the nearest town with a gay bar, 
Suva. The bus also makes a trip 
into Suva for shopping at least 
once a week - these are gay 
tourists, after all. 

After the trips, people return 
to the pool for more Mai Tais and 
to watch staff members turn 
fresh-cut banana leaves into hats. 
(It’s a fast and fascinating proce¬ 
dure, but be prepared for inspec¬ 
tors at the American border to 
spend some time deciding 
whether a banana leaf hat is per¬ 
missible back in this country.) 

Fun as the banana fronds are, 
the most famous of Fiji’s many 
traditions involves a different na¬ 
tive plant: Kava. Said to be rich in 
mind-altering properties - it is an 
ingredient in the so-called “herbal 
ecstasy” sold in San Francisco 
shops, in fact - the root is dried, 
pounded into powder, mixed with 
water, and drunk from ceremoni¬ 
al bowls; in the old days virgins 
used to chew Kava into mush, but 
that was given up, perhaps be¬ 
cause virgins are harder to find 
than they used to be, even in Fiji. 

Another, even more impor¬ 
tant, Fiji custom is the nationwide 
habit of smiling. To visit a country 
where every stranger begins every 
exchange with a huge smile is, in 
its way, even more evidence of 
paradise than the banana trees, 
the coral reefs, or the parrot-blue 
sky. Whatever their age or gender, 
it seems impossible for Fijians not 
to smile at strangers who cross 
their paths. Maybe it’s all the 
Kava. 

To get to this land of beauty, 
wonder, and calm, San Francis¬ 
cans must go through the bustle 
of LAX, unfortunately, where Air 
Pacific connects to Fiji’s capital, 
Nadi, three times a week. A pack-

E verybody looks good in a 
tux.

What they don’t 
know is how many of them would 
also look great in Chanel’s basic 
black dress. It must be the color. 

Black may be an absence of 
color to ocular scientists, but in 
this community it is the universal 
color. Or as the perspicacious 
salesclerk Tony said in the Castro 
store Citizen, “Black is this year’s 
... black. 

Because of the many wonder¬ 
ful properties of black - it goes 
with anything, it’s timeless, and it 
is a wonderful antidote to Early 
American anything- it has earned 
its stature as one of the four basic 
gift groups of gay life. 

A brief shopping tour of the 
Castro provides plenty of confir¬ 
mation that black is still the color 
of a true love’s gift in 1996. From 
clothing to furnishings to food - 
yup, food - black items are being 
snapped up by discerning gay gift- 
givers in the kind of numbers that 
make other colors, well, pale in 
comparison. 

Black leather is a timeless fa¬ 
vorite - it’s even Santa’s accessory 
of choice. There is so much that 
can be done with it that entire 
stores are devoted to it. (Also 
some entire lives, but that’s a dif¬ 
ferent story.) Among the places 
where shoppers can find herds of 
slaughtered cows fashioned into 
vests, pants, cockrings, and other 
ephemera are The Leather Zone, 
at 3252 Market; Worn Out West, 


at 582 Castro; and Image 
Leather, at 2199 Market. 

Some other black clothing 
that’s a little lighter-weight, if no 
less sexy, is also available at dozens 
of area stores. In* Jean*ious, at 
432 Castro Street, has black-on- 
black pailletted retro shirts for 
$69.99; football shorts with 
chrome closures for $36.99; one 
glitter vinyl sleeveless t-shirt with 
a front zipper marked down from 
$43 to $12.99 (so hurry!); and, in 
the not-quite-clothing category, 
rubber backpacks - with 
Wyoming license plates attached 
- for $29.99. 

All American Boy, across the 
street at 463 Castro, offers black 
long johns and thermal T-shirts 
for $15 each; mesh baseball caps 
(more silver than black, but unde¬ 
niably cool in that basic black way 
nonetheless) for $25; and silk 
bathrobes for $75. 

Weaver’s World at 587 Cas¬ 
tro has black patent leather jackets 
in women’s sizes for $37; faux 
snakeskin versions that are even 
nicer, for only $30; and butch-as- 
nails men’s corduroy bomber 
jackets for $45. 

Rolo Basics at 450 Castro 
weighs in with black athletic shirts 
with World War II gunnery art in¬ 
signias for $18; faux fur hats for 
$39 and caps for $38; and some 
cool retro ’60s shirts for $49. 

Citizen at 536 Castro has 
marked down its terrific Joe Boxer 
black short pants from $42 to $20, 
and has porkpie hats to acces¬ 
sorize the look for only $28. It also 
has black-and-white Holstein 
print slippers for $28 and faux al¬ 


ligator flasks for $35, just to com¬ 
plete a truly eye-catching ensem¬ 
ble. 

Black is also the color of choice 
for many home furnishing gifts, 
from the great $24 three-candle 
candelabra with a slightly art 
moderne feel at Only on Castro 
(518A Castro) to the recycled rub¬ 
ber placemats with star and cres¬ 
cent moon cut-out designs next 
door at Main Line Gifts (516 
Castro) for $5.95 each. The 
matching star-shaped coasters are 
even better at $2.50 each. Main 
Line also has a three-panel 
screen/room divider with 15 
spaces for 8-by-10 photos for 
$245, and a nifty ceramic coffee 
pot in the shape of an old phone 
for $40. 

The neighborhood’s undisput¬ 
ed champ of black items is Cliff’s 
Variety at 479 Castro, fully 
stocked with black cooking uten¬ 
sils, garbage cans, contac paper, 
storage units, shelves, garment 
bags, bathroom accessories, 
lamps, phones, candles and hold¬ 
ers, pens, and paint. Plus black 
pepper mills and Black and Deck¬ 
er powertools. 

Next door, at the other Cliff’s 
Variety at 471 Castro, the selec¬ 
tion is less daunting but no less 
inviting. Among the treasures is a 
mango wood box with a ham¬ 
mered tin inlay for only $30, as 
well as black leather boxes in the 
$35-40 range. 

For a more personal gift, check 
out the Skin Zone at 573 Castro, 
where they even offer a blackber¬ 
ry cologne (unisex, very clean, 
and non-offensive, $17) and sev-

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eral varieties of black bar soaps 
and black liquid soaps ($3-9), 
plus a black hand soap dish and 
matching thumb hooks for towels 
($16 and $5, respectively). 

For the person on your list 
who would rather drink blackber¬ 
ry than wear it, bottles of Black 
Haus blackberry schnapps are 
available for $17.49 at Friendly 
Spirits at 572 Castro. They also 
suggest so-called Black Whiskey, a 
ten-year-old single malt from the 
Black Hills of Scotland, for 
$25.99, and a black Muscat distil¬ 
late (an American grappa, really) 
with the alluring name of “Spirit 
of Elysium,” for $26.75. 

Want a snack with that 
whiskey? Hennessey’s Market 
at 3600 16th Street (at Market) 
has just the thing: basic black 
caviar. The Sevruga Malossol is 
only $69.95 for four ounces - 
that’s a quarter pound, after all! - 
and the Beluga Malossol is a little 
steeper at $89.95 for two ounces. 
Then, of course, there’s Imperial 
Caspian Sea caviar for $54 for 30 
grams. Which is about one ounce 
plus 14 tiny black eggs. 

And what’s a feast without 
some music? Nothing goes with 
caviar better than beautiful music, 
the kind that lives on classic black 
vinyl LPs. Medium Rare 
Records at 2310 Market has what 
you’re looking for, from Ethel 
Watters in Blackbirds of 1929 


($9.99) to Judy Garland singing 
the Black Bottom in A Star is Born 
($7.99). The store has plenty of 
compact disks, too, including the 
timeless Peggy Lee singing “Bye, 
Bye Blackbird” (on Why Don’t You 
Do Right?, for $14.99). 

For black stocking stuffers, 
check out the selection in Uncle 
Mame (2193 Market), where you 
can get Felix the Cat toys in virtu¬ 
ally any size ($3.50-24.99) plus an 
8 Ball mystical soothsaying 
tchotchke - in Spanish - for 
$25.95, and boxing glove oven 
mitts for $9.99. There’s also a ma¬ 
chine to take four black-and- 
white photos of yourself (in the 
perfect dimensions for a Christ¬ 
mas stocking) for three bucks. 

More stocking stuffers abound 
at Does Your Father Know? 
(548 Castro), including “Be Safe” 
black whistles for $3.95 and Zippo 
lighters with pink triangles for 
$19.95. 

There’s one other way to have a 
merry black Christmas this year: 
by making donations to some im¬ 
portant organizations in the area, 
including Black and White Men 
Together (2261 Market; 826- 
2968); The Brothers Network 
(973 Market; 356-8140); The 
Black Women’s Health Project 
(2370 Grande Vista Place in Oak¬ 
land; 510/533-6923); and The 
Black Coalition on AIDS (1042 
Divisadero; 346-2364). ▼

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age price of $1098 (per person, 
double occupancy) includes the 
airfare from Los Angeles plus 
lodging and breakfasts for a week. 
The other meals, many featuring 
the terrific local seafood, run 
about $20-30 extra per day, in 
American money. 

Man Friday may not be for 
everyone; some people prefer 
snow and crowds and haute cul¬ 


ture to the joys that can be found 
on Fiji. But for a perfect romantic 
present that will make any gay 
couple forget for a while that they 
can’t get a marriage license, noth¬ 
ing beats a good honeymoon on 
the Coral Coast. ▼

Tra la la la la-latex!

W ho could have imagined 
the rubbery contposition 
of decades-old scuba¬ 
diving gear would metamorpha- 
size to become a fashion state¬ 
ment, the latest rage for the fetish- 
oriented kink communities of our 
subculture, and the ultimate basic 
black Christmas gift of 1996? 

At major leather/SM gather¬ 
ings, you can spot any number of 
men and women in latex gear that 
not only bespeaks a fashion state¬ 
ment, but like leather, is consid¬ 
ered de rigeur for any out and 
about person who engages in the 
nightlife and hedonistic opportu¬ 
nities that abound in most major 
urban settings these days. 

So while you’re shopping 
around this holiday season for 
some special man or woman who 
has everything, you might want to 
consider a latex item. Or treat 
yourself to a refreshing new 
image. (Don’t forget to include a 
can of talcum powder: latex has a 
tendency to slither right on with 
just a few squeezes. And of course, 
it slithers off just as easily when 
you’re getting down to the nitty 
gritty and your partner can’t wait 
to just “peel” you!) 

No one in my research for this 
article could pinpoint exactly 
when latex wear began to make a 
very big impression on the tastes 
of both men and women. Most 
agree that the phenomenon got a 
big start in leather/SM circles in 
London in the mid-80s. Since that 
time, latex has become big busi¬ 
ness. 

Picking up on the economic 
advantages of providing what cus¬ 
tomers want, there’s not a leather 
store in the world, if they’re out 
for business, that doesn’t have at 
least a decent line of latex wear on 
their racks. A casual foray through 
the pages of the major leather 
companies around the world 
shows that whatever can be made 
of fabric or leather can also be 
made of latex. A non-scientific 
survey of stores in Los Angeles, 
San Diego, and San Francisco 
yields the fact that most stores 
with a big variety of latex wear are 
hard-pressed to keep up with de¬ 
mands. 

Designers are having a Field 
day with letting their imagina¬ 
tions go wild with this material. In 
the Mister S of San Francisco cat¬ 
alog, there are at least a dozen 
pages of every imaginable item 
you could want, from daringly 
crafted jock-type briefs to body 
suits, some with hoods (and some 
worn with a simple ball-bearing 
necklace), from head gear to pants 
in every style (zippers or but¬ 
tons?) to rubber boots. 

Realistically, unlike leather 
gear, latex is not for everyone. 
Slim builds and body builders 
who aren’t overly developed make 
the best statement for this fashion 
rage. Still, clever designers have 
managed to make outfits for al¬ 
most anyone. 

The original jet black ensem¬ 
bles, while still very popular, have 
given way to shorts, tank tops, and 
full-body suits in a wild pastiche 
of almost neon-like and vibrant 
colors. Notably, International Mr. 
Leather ’88 “Iron” Mike Pereyra 
was the subject of a recent color 
layout by popular photographer 
Jim French, in a predominantly 
black latex body suit with yellow 
streaks on the fitted hood, resem¬ 
bling the Spider Man comic strip 
character. And what is sometimes 
disparagingly referred to as the 
“new guard” (i.e., the younger

generation) have more often than 
, not included latex in their 
wardrobe inventory. 

Rubber bands 

So just what is it about latex 
that has made such an impact? 
Like its cousin leather, it is not 
cheap. Regional weather trends 
preclude the wearing of latex year 
’round. I’ve found it to be un¬ 
comfortable in extreme heat or 
extreme cold. It makes you sweat, 
too, and that is probably one of 
the main factors that places it with 
ease into leather/SM circles. At 
any number of disco events, you’ll 
be able to spot at least a handful 
of men and women whirling in 
utter abandon garbed in their 
latex of choice. Designers have 
gone ballistic with some of their 
imaginative and sexy designs. 
Every bulge shows, making latex 
as alluring as a jockstrap or a bra 
- and when you get right down to 
it, you may dress to please your¬ 
self, but if you look at it realisti¬ 
cally, you’re dressing to attract 
that foxy person that you consid¬ 
er a “10.” 

By now latex lovers and those 
who admire them have formed 
fraternal organizations in major 
cities (the Rubber Club in London 
boasts the biggest membership 
roster, with Amsterdam closing in 
rapidly), including San Francis¬ 
co’s Rubber Corps, who meet reg¬ 
ularly and have play parties for 
those into the scene. Locally, for¬ 
mer San Francisco resident John 
Ferrari was a proponent of latex 
wear long before a lot of other 
people here picked up on it. As a 
contestant in the Russian River 
Leather Daddy contest in the late 
80s, his onstage appearances dur¬ 
ing competitions included at least 
one piece of latex. 

There’s even a major competi¬ 
tion usually held in Boston (it was 
held in Chicago in 1996) to name 
Mr. Vulcan Rubber, and there are 
always plenty of contestants. The 
aforementioned John Ferrari was 
way ahead of his contemporaries 
when he was chosen the first-ever 
Mr. Vulcan Rubber. 

There are also a handful of 
zines for latex lovers with the lat¬ 
est news, gossip, and information 
on latex stores, artisans, parties, 
fundraisers, and discussion 
groups. Actually, the first major 
magazine to come out on the sub¬ 
ject was first published in San 
Francisco by Lily Braindrop. It 
was called Living in Latex and was 
a glossy mostly black-and-white 
publication that came out spo¬ 
radically .. .or whenever Lily was¬ 
n’t partying. I’ve learned the mag¬ 
azine is being produced by a new 


publisher, but hasn’t enjoyed 
widespread distribution to date. 

Thank the lucky stars that latex 
didn’t make a big splashy faddy 
entry into our world. It just keeps 
getting subtly more and more 
popular. And if other gay trend¬ 
setting successes are any indica¬ 
tion, you can expect latex to be¬ 
come almost overbearingly popu¬ 
lar with the heterosexual commu¬ 
nity, oh .. .say around 1999 or be¬ 
yond. Until then, make your life 
more interesting and snappy - get 
some latex, and/or make sure 
Santa leaves some under the tree 
of someone you love. ▼

AIDS services debated 
at supes meeting

I mproving the quality of AIDS 
care in San Francisco was the 
focus of a Board of Supervi¬ 
sors’ committee meeting held in 
the Castro Thursday, December 
12. Topics ranged from condom 
distribution in gay bars to criti¬ 
cism of programs run by the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF). 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano, 
who chaired the meeting, stressed 
that more public forums on the 
subject would be held. Supervisor 
Leslie Katz emphasized her com¬ 
mitment to start widespread con¬ 
dom distribution and said the De¬ 
partment of Public Health (DPH) 
has been asked to develop a plan 
for such a program. 

“I’m also awaiting the results 
from Stop AIDS Project regarding 
the so-called female condom to 
see about distributing those as 
well,” Katz said. 

She was referring to Stop AIDS 
Project’s recent announcement of 
a citywide survey of attitudes to 
determine how men feel about 
using the Reality internal con¬ 
dom, by giving 1,000 of the de¬ 
vices away. 

Activist Michael Petrelis, one 
of the most vocal advocates of in¬ 
ternal condoms, was appreciative 
of the survey now underway in 
the city, but also said penile con¬ 
doms should be widely distrib¬ 
uted by the health department. 

Katz asked the DPH to put to¬ 
gether a widespread condom dis¬ 
tribution plan in October. Dr. 
Sandra Hernandez, health direc¬ 
tor, responded by stating the AIDS 
Office was awarded $15,000 for 
condom distribution and public 
education that will increase 
awareness and use of condoms in 
gay-identified bars. The program 
will serve over 30,000 clients and 


is scheduled to start in January, 
Hernandez said in a letter to Katz. 

“We sent a letter reiterating 
our concerns about the lack of 
condoms during the other 51 
weeks of the year,” Katz said, not¬ 
ing that Ammiano and Supervisor 
Susan Leal also signed the letter. 
“While the $15,000 recently 
awarded for condom distribution 
and public education is a step in 
the right direction, we wonder 
whether this is sufficient for a 
widespread condom distribution 
program.” 

‘We can do better’ 

Dr. Mitch Katz, director of the 
AIDS Office, told the audience 
that the office has purchased anal 
condoms that are available at all 
of the health department’s clinics. 

“The $15,000 was only for 
condom distribution in bars and 
sex clubs,” Mitch Katz said. “We 
also give out condoms when we 
do health education and outreach 
activities. We can do a better job. 
There’s more to be done.” 

Another issue discussed at the 
meeting was the SFAF. Paul 
Wisotzky, a gay man living with 
AIDS, was just elected chair of the 
agency’s 19-member board of di¬ 
rectors. 

“We take seriously our mis¬ 
sion,” Wisotzky said before briefly 
discussing how protease in¬ 
hibitors have become “promising 
new treatments” for many people. 

He said that last year the SFAF 
board came up with four princi¬ 
ples regarding people with AIDS, 
and those are hope, quality of life, 
dignity, and choice. 

“All people with HIV who ben¬ 
efit from these drugs should have 
access,” said Wisotzky. “Like any 
treatment, they do not work for 
everyone.” 

Ron Baker, director of treat¬ 
ment and advocacy at the SFAF 
and a person living with HIV, also 


said that access to treatments is a 
top priority at the foundation. 

Stephanie Batey, a field repre¬ 
sentative for the Service Employ¬ 
ees International Union (SEIU), 
Local 790, was critical of SFAF, 
saying too much money is spent 
on the salaries of top administra¬ 
tors and fundraising. SEIU will 
enter contract negotiations with 
SFAF in the first few months of 
1997. 

Batey said that the founda¬ 
tion’s current annual budget is 
$17 million. The largest budget is 
$4.26 million for development, 
Batey said, adding that the budget 
for client services is $3.9 million. 

Lance Henderson, deputy di¬ 
rector of finance and administra¬ 
tion for the SFAF, told the B.A.R. 
that Batey suggested the founda¬ 
tion spends over one-third in 
fundraising, which is not accu¬ 
rate. Henderson said that an inde¬ 
pendent audit of SFAF financial 
records for the year ended June 
30,1996 shows that only 20.6 per¬ 
cent of the budget was spent on 
fundraising. Additionally, the 
SFAF’s budget is $16 million. 

“We feel our fundraising is 
very competitive, considering that 
three-quarters of our budget is 
raised privately,” Henderson said. 
“What’s important when you 
compare agencies is that most are 
largely government-funded.” 

The annual AIDS Walk is 
sponsored by the SFAF. Hender¬ 
son said the foundation absorbs 
all of the overhead for the event, 
then gives away $1 million in 
grants to various agencies. 

Big money 

Batey also said that in 1995, the 
top five management salaries at 
the SFAF totaled $595,000. 

Jeff DeLucio-Brock, media re¬ 
lations associate for the founda¬ 
tion, told the B.A.R. that in 1995, 
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AIDS vaccine effort boosted

D r. David Baltimore has 
been named to chair the 
National Institutes of 
Health’s AIDS Vaccine Research 
Committee, a newly created na¬ 
tional research effort to find a 
preventative vaccine for HIV. 
The announcement was made 
Thursday, December 12 at a 
meeting of the National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health (NIH) Director’s 
Advisory Council. 


Baltimore is a Nobel Prize¬ 
winning virologist who discov¬ 
ered reverse transriptase, a key 
process in the reproductive cycle 
of retroviruses such as HIV. He is 
affiliated with the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, where he 
will remain in addition to assum¬ 
ing his new duties. 

The committee and appoint¬ 
ment grew out of recommenda¬ 
tions made in March 1996 by the 
“Levine Committee,” which con¬ 
ducted the first systematic review 
of all government-funded AIDS 


research. It called for restructur¬ 
ing vaccine efforts in the Office 
of AIDS Research under the 
guidance and oversight of non¬ 
government scientists. 

Ernest Hopkins, director of 
research and treatment at the Na¬ 
tional Association of People With 
AIDS (NAPWA), said that vac¬ 
cine development was one of the 
group’s “core objectives in 1997.” 
He said Baltimore’s appointment 
is an indication of how serious 
the administration is in “moving 
forward aggressively on the 


issue.” 

Mark Harrington, policy di¬ 
rector with the Treatment Action 
Group (TAG), called Baltimore’s 
appointment “a big shot in the 
arm for AIDS vaccine research. 
...It shows that the NIH recog¬ 
nizes that past approaches have 
failed and new leadership is nec¬ 
essary to invigorate our search 
for an effective AIDS vaccine.” 

Gary Rose, treatment lobbyist 
with the AIDS Action Council, 
believes that Baltimore’s stature 
will help enormously. “There 


aren’t many Nobel Prize-winners 
that want to get involved in AIDS 
research,” he observed. 

“They needed a first-rate sci¬ 
entific mind,” Rose said, someone 
with “knowledge of immunology 
and knowledge of HIV, which 
[Baltimore] has. Then they need¬ 
ed someone who can look with a 
fresh eye at the structure of im¬ 
plementation of ideas. 

“I don’t know of anybody who 
is not impressed by him. He can 
move and shake on the inside of 
NIH, which is what we need.” T

President Clinton’s remarks at the 
White House Conference on HIV 
and AIDS (1996, when it should 
read 1995), the “Strategy” is a de¬ 
cidedly inferior document. 

The 1991 report offered 30 de¬ 
tailed recommendations for poli¬ 
cy changes, many of them bold 
challenges to the status quo. The 
“strategy” retreats from many of 
those recommendations. 

Most glaring is the issue of 
needle exchange programs to 
stem new infections among IV 
drug users. In the five years be¬ 
tween the two studies, HIV trans¬ 
mission through IV drug use has 
swelled to represent the route of 
more than half of all new infec¬ 
tions. The 1991 report called for 
repeal of laws that prohibit nee¬ 
dle exchange programs. “Strate¬ 
gy” simply noted that “current 
Federal law restricts the use of 
Federal funds for syringe ex¬ 
change programs,” but offered no 
call to change that law, despite the 
strong recommendation of the 
Advisory Council to do so. 

“And once again,” said Lubin- 
ski, “the Clinton administration 
skirts support for the most com¬ 
pelling HIV prevention strategy 
we have, syringe exchange pro¬ 
grams for intravenous drug ad¬ 
dicts.” 

Way off baseline 

The Advisory Council had 
been given advanced copies of the 
“Strategy” and vigorously dis¬ 
cussed it at their meeting. 

Bob Hattoy, a member of the 
administration who spoke on 
AIDS at the 1992 Democratic Na¬ 
tional Convention, challenged 
Fleming’s characterization of the 
“Strategy.” “There are no first 
steps at this stage in the epidem¬ 
ic,” he said. “People with AIDS in 
America don’t give a damn 
whether or not it’s our first step 
or our first document, they care 
about what is being done or not 
being done.” 

Chairman Scott Hitt proposed 
a motion commending the work 
done, but not necessarily the sub¬ 
stance of the report. One member 
suggested changing the language 
of the motion to call it a “base¬ 
line” report. Hitt was uncomfort¬ 


able with that word because it 
“makes it sound like they finally 
got around to it after four years.” 

Chicago attorney Robert Fogel 
suggested they “applaud the pres¬ 
ident for taking this great small 
step.” 

Ben Schatz, executive director 
of the Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association, noted that “for polit¬ 
ical reasons” many of the council’s 
recommendations, such as sup¬ 
port for needle exchange, were 
not included in the “Strategy.” 

He expressed the view that 
maybe their judgment was cloud¬ 
ed. “Perhaps I, or maybe we, have 
gotten a bit comfortable.” Schatz’s 
voice took on a theatrically 
smarmy tone as he continued, 
“We know each other, we like 
Patsy, we like her staff, we’re all 
friends.” The council responded 
with nervous laughter in recogni¬ 
tion of that closeness. 

“But,” Schatz said, “that is re¬ 
ally not what this is about. 

“If we are looking at an epi¬ 
demic that is being spread by in¬ 
jection drug use, and that is not 
being addressed in this docu¬ 
ment, then it is hard to commend 
work that is not courageous. It 
has got so much missing that I 
don’t know if I can commend 
that.” 

Council bluffs 

Hattoy was blunt in listing 
those things not included in the 
“Strategy.” 

“The press and the communi¬ 
ty is going to rip our faces off on 
everything from needle exchange, 
to medical use of marijuana, to 
the welfare bill, to prison popula¬ 
tions,” he predicted. “None of 
that is in there. This is unaccept¬ 
able.” 

He explained that “only 
through crisis does action take 
place at this White House. ...I 
want them to be somewhat in a 
panic that certain members, or a 
majority of members, or every¬ 
body on this commission isn’t 
completely happy with what they 
are putting forward as a strategy. 
...There has to be a crisis over 
this document.” 

Mike Isbell, executive director 
of the Gay Men’s Health Crisis 
(GMHC) in New York, was less 
passionate, but no less withering 
in his critique. “What is missing 
is going to keep the president

the top five management salaries 
totaled $472,313. Those figures 
were from the foundation’s Form 
990, he said. 

Finally, Batey said the number 
of clients served by the SFAF has 
remained steady at about 2,824. 
DeLucio-Brock and Henderson 
agreed with that statement, but 
said Batey did not mention the 
many others who use the founda¬ 


tion’s hotline and other services. 

“The number of clients re¬ 
mains the same, but the intensity 
and needs of our clients is grow¬ 
ing. There’s a three-fold increase 
in the foundation’s women and 
children program and increases in 
housing subsidies,” DeLucio- 
Brock said. 

Henderson added that if all the 
SFAF programs were included— 
prevention and treatment educa¬ 
tion, advocacy, and direct client 
services— the number of people 
served is 129,000. T 


from meeting his objectives. We 
are all inspired by the goal that we 
hope to have no new infections. 
But no one thinks we can get 
there without a major change in 
policy on needle exchange.” 

Hattoy concurred, “It doesn’t 
serve the president well to sign off 
on a document or commend a 
document that doesn’t do the 
job.” 

Steve Michael with ACT 
UP/Washington was sitting in the 
audience. He burst out, “The re¬ 
ality is that you don’t have the 
guts and courage to talk about 
needle exchange in a real and 
substantive way. You don’t have 
the guts to talk about a cure in a 
real and substantive way.” He 
compared the document to the 
1991 report from the National 
Commission on AIDS, and said, 
“We have gone backwards in the 
last four years.” 

Avoidance and lies 

Fleming cautioned that the 


council should consider the im¬ 
pact it would have on the presi¬ 
dent if they don’t support the 
“Strategy.” 

By next morning, the impas¬ 
sioned anguish of the council had 
abated, and they voted 26 to 1, 
with Hattoy abstaining. Its reso¬ 
lution “commends” the President 
and ONAP “for demonstrating 
leadership” in developing the 
toothless document. It fell into 
line by not directly mentioning 
needle exchange. 

Somehow in all seriousness 
and with a straight face it closed 
by saying: “The council intends to 
continue to ensure that all crucial 
issues are dealt with and to ensure 
that the actions of relevant Fed¬ 
eral Agencies are consistent with 
the National AIDS Strategy and 
with the recommendations of 
this council.” 

It is unclear how they intend 
to accomplish those ends as they 
have no independent power other 
than that of moral persuasion, a 


commodity they seemed inca¬ 
pable of mustering when it might 
have mattered. 

Some members of the council 
have argued that they must main¬ 
tain public support of the Presi¬ 
dent’s “Strategy” in order to 
maintain access to “give him hell” 
in private. But if the meeting 
Fleming and Hitt had with the 
President to deliver the “Strategy” 
is any indication, then the domi¬ 
nant characteristic of those pri¬ 
vate sessions is avoidance. 

Fleming told the President 
that the “Strategy” “incorporates 
all of the council’s recommenda¬ 
tions” and that the body com¬ 
mended it “unanimously,” she re¬ 
ported to the council after the 
meeting on the 17th. The room 
reacted nervously to her bald- 
faced lies. 

“I just want you to know that 
even though he [Clinton] didn’t 
come outside and speak with Scott 
and me to the media,” said Flem¬ 
ing, “he is fully supportive of it.” ▼

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CBC case will stay 
in Alameda County

WPi he defendants in the 
H Cannabis Buyers Club 
8 (CBC) case lost their bid to 
move their forthcoming trial from 
Alameda County to San Francis¬ 
co in a change of venue hearing 
held Tuesday, December 17 in 
Oakland. 

Alameda Superior Court Judge 
Larry Goodman ruled that the six 
defendants did not establish that 
Alameda County jurors would be 
less sympathetic than their San 
Francisco counterparts. The de¬ 
fendants face felony charges of 
conspiracy to possess, cultivate, 
transport, and sell marijuana, 
possession of marijuana for sale, 


and sale or transportation of mar¬ 
ijuana. 

“The charade continues,” CBC 
founder Dennis Peron told the 
B.A.R. 

Peron said he’s not concerned 
with getting a fair trial in Alame¬ 
da County. Rather, he wonders if 
he and the other defendants will 
be “judged by our peers.” 

“San Francisco has a high sen¬ 
sitivity to AIDS and a high gay 
population,” Peron said. 

Peron and the other defen¬ 
dants maintain they sold marijua¬ 
na to sick and dying people. 

The CBC office on Market 
Street in San Francisco was raid¬ 
ed by state narcotics agents on Au¬ 
gust 4 and ordered shut down by a 
judge. The state Attorney Gener¬ 


al’s office, which is prosecuting 
the case, arrested Peron in Octo¬ 
ber after an indictment was issued 
by an Alameda County Grand 
Jury. 

The other five defendants, 
Peter Veilleux, Antonio Mar¬ 
tinez, John Hudson, Elizabeth 
Moore, and Adam Perry, surren¬ 
dered themselves to the court in 
October. All six remain free on 
their own recognizance. Five 
pleaded morally not guilty, and 
the sixth pleaded not guilty to 
the charges. 

No trial date has been set. 
Peron said the next court appear¬ 
ance will be February 27, when a 
hearing to dismiss the charges 
based on the passage of Proposi¬ 
tion 215 will be held. ▼

at Piedmont [a Haight Street new 
and used women’s clothing store]. 
A lot of drag queens buy their 
clothes there. I was talking to those 
girls,” he told the Boy Area Reporter. 

As the group affectionately ban¬ 
tered back and forth - replete with 
touching and hugging and dishing 
on their outfits - Wisevogel said 
Amy Massey, a Piedmont clerk, 
stuck her hand down the front of 
his dress and “copped a feel.” 

After “everyone' said that I 
should do it to her,” Wisevogel said 
he also began to “cop a feel,” but 
quickly stopped because he real¬ 
ized from Massey’s reaction that 
although she had done a similar 
act to him, she “looked uptight.” 

The next thing he knew, he 
said, he was being slugged in the 
face by an assailant who was call¬ 
ing him “a fucking faggot.” 

The alleged assailant, Michael 
Montgomery, was initially held on 
$150,000 bail ordered by Munici¬ 
pal Court Judge Herb Donaldson. 
He was released after Superior 
Court Judge Donna Hitchens, 
who was substituting in Munici¬ 
pal Court, ordered the bail re¬ 
duced to $15,000. 

Montgomery’s bail was posted 
by Massey. 

Although Wisevogel had pre¬ 
viously considered Massy “a 
friend,” he denounced her as a 
“gutter shark” because of subse¬ 
quent incidents, including al¬ 
legedly lying to police about the 
incident. A month after the inci¬ 
dent, Massey filed a police report 
claiming that Wisevogel had ex¬ 
posed and touched her breast in 


the incident. 

According to a police report 
obtained by the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter , Massey initially misidenti- 
fied her assailant boyfriend to the 
police who responded to the 
felony assault, and said his name 
was Jeffrey Adams. 

Massey’s subsequent claims 
that she had been sexually bat¬ 
tered during the incident are also 
contradicted by eyewitnesses, ac¬ 
cording to Clark. 

“That just isn’t believable,” he 
said, adding that the “obvious im¬ 
plication” is that Massey’s false 
statement about the assailant’s 
identity was to protect her 
boyfriend, even though he had al¬ 
legedly assaulted a friend and 
Piedmont patron. 

He also said that Massey’s un¬ 
truths at the scene of the crime 
raise questions about her honesty 
“all the way down the line.” 

In the aftermath of the anti¬ 
gay attack, Wisevogel had four 
upper teeth surgically wired to 
stabilize them from falling out of 
his upper gum, but dentists were 
unable to save one badly damaged 
tooth and had to surgically re¬ 
move it, Clark told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Wisevogel also reports that as 
a result of the dental injuries, he 
suffered a serious throat infection 
and requires continuing dental 
and medical care. 

Montgomery, a Washington 
resident, faces nine years in a Cal¬ 
ifornia prison if convicted on the 
felony assault with intent to com¬ 
mit great bodily injury, and the 
anti-gay hate charges, stemming 
from the alleged attack. 

Massey could not be reached 
for comment. T

Deborah Marry for Mew Year’

I n the — gasp — 20 years since the release of 
Blondie’s debut album, Deborah Harry has never 
gone away. At the height of the late-’70s New York 
NewWave scene, she was the blond bombshell al¬ 
ternative to Marilyn Monroe, who, for some of us, has never 
been a very interesting icon. The girl Harry played was far 
more resilient, hip, fabulously standoffish, and always 
seemed to be invited to the coolest parties. With her devil¬ 
ish use of international pop stardom and her band’s ap¬ 
propriation of underground styles — disco, rap, world beat 
— Harry paved the way for Madonna. Harry, however, has 
managed a more consistent and convincing film career, ap¬ 
pearing in such films as Videodrome, Hairspray, Heavy, and 
the upcoming Copland with Sylvester Stallone. 

Her solo albums — Koo Koo, Deaf Dumb and Blonde, 
Debravation — may not always relive Blondie’s prime fu¬ 
sion of pure pop and underground glam, but each is unique 
in its own right.

"'Wpr et’s face it. Unless you get off watching 
kids enjoy themselves, there isn’t much 
A for adults in the typical Nutcracker. 
They say the sinuous “Danse arabe,” 
with its skinny, scantily-clad koochi-dancer is there to 
keep the daddies awake. What if you’re a gay dad? Are 
you supposed to occupy yourself by counting her ribs? 

Go see The Hard Nut at U.C. Berkeley’s Zellerbach 
Hall instead. Mark Morris’ spoofy yet surprisingly 
sweet Nutcracker deconstruction features the master 
himself, clad in diaphanous yellow robes, a yashmak 
covering his moustache, and his own luxuriant hair 
flowing out from under a desert headdress, doing the 
“Danse arabe” with a quartet of blue-robed Arab 
sheiks writhing at his feet. 

The entire Hard Nut, with its double- and triple¬ 
entendres, is as adult as you can get this side of an X 
rating. Morris, playing an alcoholic lounge lizard (in 
tight green alligator-print bell bottoms), feels up the 
ladies in the first act party scene, including the am¬ 
biguous African-American housekeeper (Kraig Pat¬ 
terson on point and with attitude). Morris is just a 
background character at this dysfunctional family 
Christmas party, yet the observant audience roared at 
every one of his outrages, including a bit where he re¬

undreds of thrill-seekers 
packed the Castro Theatre 
last Friday night to hear 
John Waters hold forth on his 
life as the Sultan of Sleaze. Judg¬ 
ing from the nonstop squeals of 
laughter we heard, the SRO crowd 
was suitably pleased. Without a 
doubt, A John Waters Xmas will 
surely be remembered as one of 
Marc Huestis’ most thrilling 
Castro Theatre celebrity specta¬ 
cles. We didn’t think it was possi¬ 
ble to surpass the sheer entertain¬ 
ment value of the caterwauling 
Sylvia Miles, but we’ve discov¬ 
ered now that the Prince of 
Puke is truly in a league of his 
own. We were quite blown away 
by his 45-minute ffee-association 
monologue, which covered every¬ 
thing from what he did this year 
(“I accidentally smoked crack”) to 
personal revelations (“Richard 
Speck becoming a she-male in 
prison is beyond even me”) to 
film criticism (“ Forrest Gump, 
Rocky, and It's a Wonderful Life are 
three movies I don’t ever need to 
see again.”).

The Stahlbaum kids are petulant 
brats, except for Marie (Marianne 
Moore), who adores her magician 
godfather, Drosselmeier, because 
he’s given her the Nutcracker doll. 
You’ll adore Drosselmeier, too, as 
he is danced by tall, elegant Rob 
Besserer, whose pas de deux with 
his nephew (William Wagner) in 
the snow scene is the heart of 
Morris’ work. Here, the older man 
passes on his wisdom to the 
younger; if you want to see it as 
homoerotic, feel free. 

After the exhilarating snow 
scene, in which unisex dancers 
clad in tutus fling white confetti as 
they jete across the stage, the sec¬ 
ond act follows the grisly E.T.A. 
Hoffmann story jettisoned by 
Tchaikovsky. In it, an angry 
Mouse Queen bites the face of a 
baby princess and, until a hero 
can crack a magic nut with his 
teeth, the grown-up princess 
(Tina Fehlandt) will remain ugly. 
Drosselmeier travels the world 
searching for an iron-jawed hero 
and gets to watch national dances 
from Russia, Spain, China and 
Arabia. (Watching handsome 
young men crack their jaws on a 
silver walnut makes for mindbog- 
gling symbolism.) 

When Marie grows up enough 
to yield to her Nutcracker prince 
(Drosselmeier’s nephew), Morris 
gives them a giddy duet in which 
they kiss as much as they dance, 


but not before the mind-blowing 
“waltz of the flowers,” which fea¬ 
tures Peter Wing Healey, formerly 
a slender modern dancer but now 
a zaftig drag queen, giving the all- 
time hilarious camp performance. 
Trockaderos, eat your hearts out. 
Mark Morris’ funny, campy, com¬ 
passionate and, above all, musical 
Hard Nut will relieve all your hol¬ 
iday anxieties. T

turns from a trip to the men’s 
room with toilet paper stuck to 
his shoe. 

Morris choreographed The 
Hard Nut in 1991 as a farewell to 
the Belgian public and press, 
which had received the residency 
of his Dance Group with mixed 
emotions.

Chip Kidd celebrates Caped Crusader's complex persona

|| n the realms of merchandising 

and homoerotic innuendo, 
II you could easily say Batman is 
forever. In the holiday season be¬ 
fore George Clooney’s forthcom¬ 
ing star turn as the Caped Cru¬ 
sader, the coffee-table book of 
choice is book designer Wun- 
derkind and author Chip Kidd’s 
Batman Collected, which artfully 
links Batman’s pop cultural influ¬ 
ence to the author’s personal re¬ 
membrances of the man in black. 

Lush and sometimes even 
ominous in design, Batman Col¬ 
lected consists of nearly 300 pages 
of Batman memorabilia, most of 
it culled from Kidd’s own collec¬ 
tion, and all of it superbly pho¬ 
tographed by collaborator Geoff 
Spear. Between its covers one 
finds a veritable Batman museum 
— inflatable action-figures, 
Japanese comic books, cereal 
boxes, even toothbrushes, all em¬ 
blazoned with the image of the 
Winged Avenger. There’s even a 
little-known 1961 painting by 
Andy Warhol, as well as a butt 
shot of the sinewy bat suit worn 
by Val Kilmer in Batman Forever. 

“I’ve wanted to do this book 
since I was six years old — and 
there are pictures in it to prove 
it,” says the 32-year-old Kidd 
from his home in New York. The 
revealing snapshots he refers to 
were taken on Halloween, 1968. 
“My mother was an excellent 
seamstress and she made these 
great Batman costumes for my 
brother and me. She went as Bat- 
girl. It’s a family thing,” he boasts. 

It’s clear from looking at the 
book that Kidd, one of today’s 
most celebrated book designers, 
has had a long-term jones for the 
man in black leather and tights. 
Yet, while he admits his interest in 
Batman is something of an obses¬ 
sion, the designer is loathe to at¬ 
tribute his fascination to anything 
homoerotic. 

“Everybody speculates that Bat¬ 
man and Robin are gay,” he ex¬ 
plains. “But it’s like asking if Pop- 
eye and Olive Oyl are sleeping to¬ 
gether. I suppose they are if some¬ 
one draws them doing that. 
They’re fictional characters — they 
do what anyone tells them to do.” 

Kidd says Batman Collected is 
not a gay-themed book, that it’s 
“more about memory and child¬ 
hood, capitalizing and mythmak¬ 
ing. Certainly some of the images 
in it can be seen as homoerotic, 
but the same can be said of tooth¬ 
paste commercials. As a child I 
wasn’t dying for Batman to crash 
through the window and show 
me a good time. “ 

Complicated aesthetic 

If the author seems reticent to 
explore his own interest in Bat¬ 
man’s sexual charisma, he is cer¬ 
tainly forthcoming about the sex 
appeal of Hollywood Bat men. 
Kidd explains that the original 
Batman character, created in the 
late 1930s for DC Comics, was a 
composite of Gregory Peck and 
Cary Grant. “Who do we have like 
that now?” Kidd ponders. He’s in¬ 
trigued by George Clooney’s up¬ 
coming characterization, but his 
dream choice is playwright and 
actor Sam Shepard. “Chiseled 
handsomeness and rugged mas¬ 
culinity are required,” he explains. 
“Sam’s got the perfect face for 
Batman.” But Batman is more 
than a pretty face, says Kidd, who 
relates that one of the principle 


reasons for his interest in Batman 
is the aesthetic complexity that 
results from a character who 
sometimes isn’t what he seems. 
“It’s an image reversal thing,” 
Kidd explains. “Batman looks like 
a demon, but he’s anything but. I 
think that dynamic is pretty 
cooL” 

As for Adam West, who played 
Batman on the 1960s television se¬ 
ries, and whose mug is part of Bat¬ 
man Collected, Kidd doesn’t have 
much to say. Evidently the photo 
shoot with the actor was strained, 
but Kidd demurs when it comes to 
details. Could it be that he had a 
childhood crush on West? “I didn’t 
after I met him, that’s for sure,” he 
states acerbically. 

Kidd’s relations with other 
celebrities, particularly literary 
ones, have been more meaning¬ 
ful. The designer has created cov¬ 
ers for such high-profile authors 
as Allan Gurganis (The Oldest 
Living Confederate Widow), 
Michael Crichton (Jurassic Park), 


Gore Vidal (Palimpsest: A Mem¬ 
oir), and he’s currently working 
on a design for Larry Kramer’s 
soon-to-be-published autobiog¬ 
raphy. Kidd has also worked with 
New Republic editor Andrew Sul¬ 
livan on Virtually Normal, and 
will continue the collaboration 
for his follow-up titles on friend¬ 
ship and gay marriage. “Chip is 
clearly the most talented designer 
I’ve ever come across,” says Sulli¬ 
van, who is also one of Kidd’s 
good friends. “He’s one of those 
designers who understands what 
you’re trying to express intellec¬ 
tually and can really convey that 
in visual terms.” 

Not everyone is raving, how¬ 
ever. Boy George wasn’t so 
pleased with Kidd’s jacket for his 
autobiography, Take It Like a 
Man. “Boy George doesn’t like 
me,” says the designer, admitting 
he’s never actually met the pop 
star. It seems George thought 
Kidd’s use of a wrap-around

1. § ou can’t miss it as you come 

? up 21st Street. About 
halfway up the block, along¬ 
side a handsome, gleaming white 
Victorian, stands an enormous 
Christmas Tree covered with giant 
multicolored ornaments, candy 
canes, and a gay flag. Bears, dogs, 
ducks, tigers, and even pigs cavort 
on its limbs, and beneath its 
boughs, huge, brilliantly wrapped 
presents sit, never to be opened 
except in the imaginations of the 
thousands of children who visit 
the tree and wonder at its splen¬ 
dor. 

Like the tree in the Nutcracker 
Suite, Tom Taylor’s tree has grown 
to incredible proportions over the 
years, and to show off its glorious 
splendor, Taylor for the past six 
years has decorated the 35-foot- 
high tree during the holidays for 
the pleasure of folks far and wide. 
Although it is a time-consuming, 
exhausting, and costly job, neither 
Tom nor his lover of 23 years, 
Jerry Goldstein, can imagine life 
without it. 


The couple’s resulting fame 
has its price tag, of course. A few 
years back, a lawyer with Walt 
Disney Productions sent the cou¬ 
ple a stern warning that they are 
not to use Disney characters with¬ 
out proper authorization. Some 
holiday characters may be owned 
by corporations, but no one can 
take away the names of Tom and 
Jerry that adorn the two gigantic 
red stockings hanging from the 
balcony next to the tree. 

Each year, churches and school 
groups have their photos taken 
under the tree, and families use it 
as a backdrop for their Christmas 
cards. Last year, the week before 
Christmas, 5,000 children came to 
see the tree, which has been fea¬ 
tured on television and in news¬ 
papers here and even in such far¬ 
away places as South America and 
Japan. 

The Norfolk Island Pine that 
was Jerry’s houseplant 23 years 
ago was “shoved out in the yard” 
to fend for itself. It soon grew so 
, high that putting lights on it was 
difficult. Even using a ladder, it 
wasn’t easy reaching the top. 
“Then I realized,” Tom recalls, “we

had to do something. The honest 
truth is, I was having lunch at the 
Elephant Walk one day and look¬ 
ing at the [Castro] Christmas tree 
and I remember thinking that it 
should look better than that. I 
thought, for a bunch of queens 
this is embarrassing.” 

In the beginning, Tom envi¬ 
sioned a tree that would look 
about five or six-feet high, with 
presents in proportion to its size, 
because, he says, “In the average 
home of the average child, that’s 
what size the Christmas tree is. 
Queens may have 12-foot trees 
with mirrors, but in your average 
house that’s what’s there. 

“When I started this, I really 
never even thought of the chil¬ 
dren,” he adds. “Because I’m gay 
and I’m older and we just don’t 
see kids or deal with them. Of 
course, after I designed it the first 
year or two I realized that it was¬ 
n’t my gay friends who were inter¬ 
ested in the tree, it was thousands 
of those neighbors’ kids.” 

Creating the various objects 
that go underneath the tree took 
a great deal of time and energy, 
and there were special considera¬ 
tions to keep in mind, like the 
weather. Hence, the ribbons on 
the packages, as well as the wrap¬ 
ping itself, have been made of 
vinyl canvas to withstand rain, 
wind, and sun. And, reminds 
Tom, “the packages under the tree 
have been upholstered this year so 
kids can sit and jump and climb 
on them when they get their pic¬ 
tures taken.” 

Because the tree has become 
such an important part of the 
neighborhood, everybody has 
done their part to see that it shines 
bright during this special season. 
Even PG&E and the Lowrie Paving 
Company worked overtime to be 
sure their work on the street was 
completed in time for the holi¬ 
days. Earlier this year, when the 
tree began to bend in the direction 
of the sun, trucks and cranes from 
the Trees of California and Trees 
of Oregon company moved it to 
another side of the house. 

Now that the tree is wheel¬ 
chair-accessible, even more visi¬ 
tors can enjoy it. “We had a prob¬ 
lem with blind [seeing-eye] dogs 
when we had the narrow ramp,” 
says Tom. “A blind dog is fine, be¬ 
cause he can walk right up to it 
and stop. We have a lot of blind 
people who come. They love to 
feel the tree, and their friends ex¬ 
plain what it is to them.” 

Starting this week and contin¬ 
uing every day through Christmas 
Day, Santas will hand out candy 
canes to kiddies when they come 
to see the tree during the evening 
hours when its many lights are 
twinkling. And as Christmas draws 
closer, Tom will be there, too, 
handing out toys to children. “We 
have a few thousand toys we give 
out so that all the kids walk away 
with something in their hand.” 

Near the tree is a large letter 
addressed to all who visit it. It 
reads: “Welcome to The Christ¬ 
mas Tree, an annual tradition. I 
keep my lights on from 5 to 12.1 
love to be in pictures, so feel free 
to snap away. I only ask that for 
each picture, you make a dona¬ 
tion to a local charity. If you have 
special needs, or for more infor¬ 
mation, call me at 647-5624.” T 


The Christmas Tree is located 
at 3650 21st Street between 
Church and Sanchez. Santas 
give out candy from 6 p.m. till 
10 p.m. daily, rain or shine. 
The Christmas Tree is 
wheelchair-accessible.

Trifle times three 


Hal Hartley's Tlirt' 


Hytner heightens ‘Crucible’

F lirt, writer-director Hal 
Hartley’s latest film, is a 
three-movement roundelay 
of romance gone wrong. The 
basic setup is that of a lover whose 
partner demands a commitment 
— or the relationship is over. In 
the face of this ultimatum, the 
lover goes off to explore the pos¬ 
sibilities of a third, married para¬ 
mour, only to encounter the pis¬ 
tol-packing spouse of this third 
party. 

Flirt tells this same story three 
times, with different casts, in New 
York, Berlin and Tokyo. Each 
telling contains almost identical 
dialogue (in English, German or 
Japanese), but the gender, nation¬ 
ality and sexual orientation of the 
lovers change from one setting to 
the next. 

This intellectually intriguing 
premise is executed with varying 
degrees of success in each of the 
three stories. In New York, Emily 
(Parker Posey) delivers the ulti¬ 
matum to Bill (Bill Sage). These 
two attractive actors are saddled 
with stilted dialogue and direc¬ 
tion that results in exceedingly 
mannered characterizations and 
delivery. The short, staccato lines, 
delivered with the pacing of 


Harold Pinter, are not aided by 
Hartley’s self-conscious direction. 
Voiceover narration during the 
opening credits and a series of 
jump cuts draw too much atten¬ 
tion to the act of filmmaking. 
Hartley also seems to have an urge 
— better resisted — to have the 
film comment on its own success 
or failure through the dialogue. 

Each story also has a trio of 
characters asked for advice by the . 
lover on the run. In New York, Bill 
discusses his dilemma with three 
guys in the men’s room of a bar. 

In the Tokyo segment, Miho 
(Miho Nikaidoh) talks things over 
with three women in a jail cell. 
And in Berlin, three German con¬ 
struction workers consider 
Dwight’s (Dwight Ewell) predica¬ 
ment. In addition, in the Berlin 
segment, Hartley has the con¬ 
struction workers debate whether 
or not the filmmaker is succeed¬ 
ing in his task at that point in the 
film. 

In Germany the lovers are a 
May-December, interracial gay 
male couple. In the Japanese seg¬ 
ment, a female dancer must ex¬ 
plore the potential of her rela¬ 
tionship with her male 
director/choreographer. But de¬ 
spite these different variations on 
the director’s theme, the story 
does not deepen or resonate as

A rthur Miller’s ever-popular 
play The Crucible (1953) 
occupies a place somewhere 
between his textbook classic 
Death of a Salesman (1949) and, 
say, his screenplay for the mud¬ 
dled The Misfits (1960). The Cru¬ 
cible was moderately successful 
during its first run, but subse¬ 
quent revivals increased its popu¬ 
larity to the point that today it is 
almost as popular as Death of a 
Salesman. 

Now, Nicholas Hytner (The 
Madness of King George) has made 
a film of The Crucible, starring 
Daniel Day-Lewis as John Proctor, 
Winona Ryder as Abigail 
Williams, and Paul Scofield as 
Judge Danforth. To realize the 
film, Hytner worked closely with 
Miller on adapting the play for the 
screen, and though some scenes 
and dialogue have been cut, the 
film remains largely faithful to the 
original. The difference between 
the two is that Hytner tries to use 
the film medium to heighten the 
play’s themes, an ambitious en¬ 
deavor that has generally favor¬ 
able results. 


The film succeeds in express¬ 
ing the play’s sense of almost cos¬ 
mic injustice, convincingly repris¬ 
ing Miller’s attack on McCarthy- 
ism, the spiraling effects of hyste¬ 
ria, kangaroo courts, and people’s 
weakness in combating the true 
evil in our midst, the mob men¬ 
tality, embodied here by the wiz¬ 
ened old patriarch, Judge Dan¬ 
forth. Paul Scofield controls the 
film as Danforth controls the 
town, suggesting rather than 
demonstrating his enormous 
power through small, telling ges¬ 
tures. Daniel Day-Lewis is typical¬ 
ly passionate as Proctor, Miller’s 
Everyman, an honest, intelligent 
man whose own powerful moral¬ 
ity ultimately fails against the 
church’s seemingly absolute 
power. The director’s skill with his 
actors is evident throughout, es¬ 
pecially in the scenes between 
Lewis and Joan Allen, who subtly 
fleshes out Miller’s somewhat 
prosaic Elizabeth Proctor. 

The big problem with this ver¬ 
sion of The Crucible is the casting 
blunder of Winona Ryder as Abi¬ 
gail. This vastly overrated, one- 
note actress relies on tiresome 
screeches and a scrunched-up 
scowl to impart The Evil That Is 


Abigail. She never brings out the 
character’s driving passion for 
John Proctor, the fleeting sadness 
she feels at the damage she’s 
wrought, or any emotion more 
complex than a cartoon-like lust 
for revenge for being spurned by 
Proctor. ▼

each tale is told. No universal 
statement materializes. The same 
basic ruminations on flirting, 
commitment and infidelity are 
simply repeated in different 
venues. 

In the final segment, director 
Hartley appears as Miho’s 
boyfriend, who is, apparently, a 
film director. This third telling of 
the story is the most compelling; 
it is a visual gem, beautifully com¬ 
posed and staged. Art director To- 
moyuki Maruo and set decorator 
Fumiaki Suzaka deserve special 
commendation for their ethereal, 
surreal design accomplishment — 
imagine Japanese Noh drama 
blown through MTV. 

In one final self-referential mo¬ 
ment, the last shot of the film 
shows actor/writer/director Hart¬ 
ley sitting at the airport with his 
foot on a can of film that bears the 
label “Flirt.” He is joined by Miho, 
who snuggles up beside him just 
before the credits roll. After all the 
sound and fury—ultimatums, re¬ 
jections and gunfire — the audi¬ 
ence is ultimately left to mull over 
a story that never transcends the 
level of interesting intellectual con¬ 
struct. As a film. Flirt is a trifle. ▼

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Musical epitaph 

For Corigliano, making music is a form of eternal memory

| ohn Corigliano is a hot musi¬ 
cal property these days. Of 
III Rage and Remembrance 
(RCA Red Seal 09026-68450-2), 
his AIDS tragedy-inspired cantata 
for chorus and orchestra, is cur¬ 
rently sitting high atop the Bill¬ 
board classical charts, and in the 
last six months two other record 
labels have released CDs of the 
composer’s work. 

Of Rage and Remembrance is 
drawn from a movement of 
Corigliano’s brooding and ac¬ 
claimed Symphony No. 1, also on 
the RCA CD. The text by William 
M. Hoffman begins: 

“This is the season of stone: 

Dead leaves on a garden wall, 

Dry berries in bone-cold air, 

A brittle moon, an ashen sun.” 

Corigliano calls the cantata 
“my little quilt for friends.” And 
like the AIDS Quilt, it embodies 


contradictory emotions — 
melancholy, bitterness, and also 
the warm remembrance of im¬ 
portant friendships lost to AIDS. 

“You have to come to terms 
with that,” Corigliano told me in 
a recent interview from his home 
in New York. “All of us in the gay 
community have to come to 
terms with what to do when you 
have lost hundreds of people. 
How do you face life? 

“You go on and be true to the 
ones you love. The way for me was 
the idea of eternal memory as a 
way of keeping people alive. I’m 
not saying it was a new thought, 
I’m just saying it is how we get 
through.” 

At age 58, Corigliano seems in 
mid-morph between boy wonder 
and elder statesman. Though he is 
trim and moves with the agility 
and energy of an athlete, his sil¬ 
ver-toned hair suggests a man of 
a certain age. 

His music, however, is alto¬ 
gether new, and though it is not 
likely to replace Vivaldi as back¬ 


ground music for brunch, 
Corigliano’s compositions oper¬ 
ate within an accessible melodic 
tradition, are often pleasantly 
tuneful, and, most importantly, 
have something to say. His work 
brims with a dynamic intensity 
that requires more than passive 
listening; this is music that seeks 
to engage the listener on a power¬ 
ful emotional level. 

“Commercial music is mainly 
meant to get you to listen to 
everything the first time,” 
Corigliano explained. “But non¬ 
commercial music has this layered 
quality to it.” For him, the com¬ 
poser must “entice” the listener at 
first hearing yet at the same time 
“hold back wonderful things” that 
encourage and reward repeated 
listening. 

Though his work sounds ef¬ 
fortless, Corigliano assured me 
that “every piece is difficult to 
write.” He works slowly, on one 
project at a time, building a ratio¬ 
nal structure “from the idea of the 
piece.” Melody, he explained, 


evolves from “the architecture of 
the total work.” 

Intensity is a characteristic of 
both Corigliano the man and his 
music. The composer’s mercurial 
personality was more than evi¬ 
dent on the April day last year 
when Of Rage and Remembrance 
was recorded at the Kennedy Cen¬ 
ter. His entire being seemed dedi¬ 
cated to the process as he followed 
the score with lowered glasses and 
measured each note as it pulsed 
through the maze of the control 
board. His hands moved as if he 
were conducting the piece, then 
darted to make a notation on the 
page. At one point, a jaw muscle 
twitched. 

Recording is a grueling 
process, and Corigliano has been 
through it a lot lately. The entries 
this year include a String Quartet 
commissioned for the farewell 
tojur of the Cleveland Quartet, 
recorded by that group and re¬ 
leased by Telarc (CD-80415). The 
label also released an all- 
Corigliano CD (Telarc CD-

80421) by I Fiamminghi, The Or¬ 
chestra of Flanders. It brings to¬ 
gether a handful of his shorter 
and generally lighter works along 
with the premiere recording of 
Creations, a piece drawn from the 
first chapters of the Bible. The text 
of the piece is spoken by gay actor 
Sir Ian McKellen. 

Almost all of Corigliano’s 
work has now been recorded, so 
don’t look for a flood of new of¬ 
ferings any time soon. But the ex¬ 
isting catalog is deep and offers 
endless hours of repeated, re¬ 
warding listening enjoyment. ▼

Catalyst label captures music 
rarely heard live, if at all. Those 
who know Bowles probably know 
him as a writer. His 1949 novel 
The Sheltering Sky greatly influ¬ 
enced the Beat generation. But 
prior to his literary success, 
Bowles primarily wrote music. 
He was part of an important New 
York circle in the 1930s and 1940s 
that included Aaron Copland and 
later Leonard Bernstein. Bowles’ 
music reflects both the spirit of 
Americana that finds idiomatic 
expression in Copland’s work, 
and the Broadway musical theater 
then at its peak. The longest piece 
is “The Wind Remains,” a combi¬ 
nation of beautiful melodies and 
surreal disjointed excerpts from 
the poetry of Federico Garcia 
Lorca. Any fan of American 
music will delight in this disk. 


An Empire Brass Christmas: The 
World Sings (Telarc CD80416) re¬ 
minds us that it’s that time of year 
again, when our ears will be as¬ 
saulted by that omnipresent sea¬ 
sonal Muzak that takes Christmas 
tunes — many of them church 
hymns — and purees them into 
aurally lifeless sludge. Not this CD. 


Accompanied on several cuts by 
the ethereal Laurie Monahan, the 
Empire gang shows us that season¬ 
al tunes can be more than back¬ 
ground music. Some cuts are rem¬ 
iniscent of Celtic music, others of 
new age, but the overall product 
has a gritty edge. Some of the cuts 
even rock.

E very year it seems like new 
compilations of Christmas 
music flood the market. In 
recent years, gay and lesbian cho¬ 
ruses across the country have got¬ 
ten in on the act by releasing Yule- 
tide recordings. Now, the Boston 
Gay Men’s Chorus has issued its 
own holiday CD, a recording 
made during a live performance 
in Jordan Hall at the New England 
Conservatory in December of 
1995. 

While listening to this record¬ 
ing I found myself making harsh 
comparisons between the Bosto¬ 
nians and our own San Francisco 
Gay Men’s Chorus. While one 


should keep in mind that our cho¬ 
rus outnumbers Boston’s, that 
doesn’t excuse the relatively thin 
sound of the boys from Bean- 
town. 

Before you call me Ebeneezer, 
though, I will say that the record¬ 
ing quality here is very high, and 
that there is a remarkable high¬ 
light — a wonderful rendition of 
“I’ll be Home for Christmas” set 
against a piano accompaniment 
of Gershwin’s “Rhapsody in Blue” 
and “Embraceable You.” This is a 
brilliant and beautifully executed 
juxtaposition. The arranger was 
John O’Neil. As for Charpentier’s 
“Magnificat,” however, the less 
said the better. 

Freedom, Merriment & Joy is re¬ 
ally a pleasant souvenir from what 
must have been a mellow evening, 
but I’m afraid that unless you were 
there for the performance, or hail 
from Boston, more than one lis¬ 
tening isn’t necessary.

||Jj write fiction because, 

among other reasons, all of 
my characters sound exactly alike, 
which is to say, they all talk like 
me. The problem of many charac¬ 
ters speaking in the same voice 
was the reason I never cared for 
Rubyfruit Jungle, Rita Mae 
Brown’s early novel which cele¬ 
brated the joys of lesbiana. 

Now I know that a novel in 
which the lesbian was delighted to 
be a dyke was a huge improve¬ 
ment over the pulp fiction of the 
’50s, in which the lesbian had to 
be cured or die, but that didn’t 
make Rubyfruit a good novel. The 
problems of Rubyfruit continue 
years later with Brown’s newest, 
Riding Shotgun, a weird amalgam 
of pastoral/historical/contempo¬ 
rary novel in which all of the 
characters are verbally indistin¬ 
guishable as they lecture on our 
20th-century ills. Oh yeah, and 
there is fox hunting, lots of fox 
hunting. 

Pryor Deyhle Blackwood, 
called Cig by her friends (no, I 
don’t know why), is a Master of 
the Foxhounds (so is Rita Mae - 
go figure), and is looking forward 
to a splendid hunt, which is de¬ 
scribed in excruciating detail. Cig 
has major money problems, 
owing to the untimely death of 
her overextended husband, but 
she’s trying to stay afloat by sell¬ 
ing real estate and boarding hors¬ 
es. 

Imagine her dismay when she 
learns that her husband died 
while doing the deed with her sis¬ 
ter, Grace. Hurt and cranky, Cig 
rides off into the fog, after anoth¬ 
er hunt, following a fox called Fat- 
tail, and winds up in 1699 at the 
home of her ancestors. And what 
do you know! The 1699 Pryor 
Deyhle Blackwood has been in 
London for a couple years, so 
when the 1995 Pryor turns up, on 
a horse, wearing riding clothes, 
well everyone just naturally as¬ 
sumes that 1995 Pryor is the long- 
awaited 1699 Pryor. Huh? 

Of course, Cig confides in 
Margaret, her 1699 brother’s wife, 
that she comes from the future, 
using as proof her driver’s license 
and a zipper, and after much con¬ 
fusion, Margaret accepts the mir¬ 
acle. The other 1699 folks find 


certain things about Cig/Pryor 
kind of strange but assume that 
she has adopted the new English 
fashion. This reminded me of the 
“Coneheads” on the old Saturday 
Night Live who explained their 
differences by claiming to be from 
France. It was equally believable. 

After a long time in 1699, 
where she falls in love and has sex 
and hunts foxes, Cig/Pryor is 
chased by Indians back to the 
20th century, where she lectures 
•all and sundry on the beauties of 
the pre-electronic age. Ugh. 

Riding Shotgun is a tedious and 
overlong excuse for a novel. 
Brown is careless with her time 
travel, and then there is that prob¬ 
lem of everyone talking alike. 
Brown explains in an introduc¬ 
tion that she wrote this work dur¬ 
ing a power failure when she just 
couldn’t face rereading War and 
Peace or Das Kapital. Next time, I 
hope she’ll choose to work on her 
German instead. 

Sneaky delight 

Murder, She Meowed, on the 
other hand, written by Brown and 
her cat, Sneaky Pie, is a delight. As 
with their earlier Pay Dirt, the 
mystery is not the reason to read 
this novel. 

A series of murders, involving 
steeple-chase jockeys, threatens to 
decimate the small town of 
Crozet. Fortunately, Mrs. Murphy, 
a cat, and Tucker, her Corgi pal, 
with the help of mice, a heron and 
various animals, solve the mystery 
early on. 

Unfortunately, although the 
animals can understand English, 
the human can’t understand 
them, and so the human charac¬ 
ters don’t solve the mystery until 
the very end of the book. That’s 
OK, because the fun of reading 
this novel is in the wry observa¬ 
tions the animals make of their 
human companions and the com¬ 
plete cluelessness of the humans 
in the face of the animals’ obvious 
intellectual superiority (if only 
they could work a can opener). 

How believable are the talking 
animals? Well, after reading Mur¬ 
der, She Meowed, I found myself 
worrying about the content of my 
conversations with my cat. Maybe 
I should be discussing the great 
books with her, rather than say¬ 
ing, ad nauseam, “You are the best 
cat, yes you are.” 

The animal characters are so 
well-developed, and their dia¬ 



logue so character specific, that I 
found myself wondering just how 
much Sneaky Pie contributes to 
the writing. Maybe Rita Mae 
needs to consider bringing Sneaky 
Pie on board for her other novels. 
It couldn’t hurt. T 

Seven- 
year itch

Love or Money by Jackie Cal¬ 
houn; Naiad, $10.95 

|| ackie Calhoun’s newest, Love 
or Money, is a novel of ob- 
%j. session masquerading as 
love, as Calhoun traces a relation¬ 
ship from its giddy first days to its 
inevitable disaster. 

Sylvia and Peg are in the sev¬ 
enth year of a relationship that 
should have ended long ago. 
When Sylvia discovers Peg in the 
arms of Lauren, her reaction is 
rage and plans for vengeance. At 
the same time, she uses her con¬ 
siderable skills at manipulation to 
convince Peg that she cannot 
leave. Because Peg and Sylvia own 
property together (without any 
kind of partnership agreement), 
leaving the union is more than 
just a matter of packing a few suit¬ 
cases. 

The premise of Calhoun’s 
novel is so intriguing that I fcan’t 
help wishing she’d spent more 
time on it. There were moments 
while reading Love or Money 


when I was filled with an excep¬ 
tionally creepy feeling of deja vu. I 
have been in a relationship with a 
woman like Sylvia, and some of 
the scenes hit painfully close to 
home. 

Calhoun plays effectively with 
time and place, providing flash¬ 
backs to the early days of the rela¬ 
tionship. What’s missing in the 
novel, however, is depth. The au¬ 
thor provides lots of activity, but 
not enough interior monologues. 
We need to understand why Peg 
has such 'difficulty in leaving 
Sylvia, even if she doesn’t know 
herself. 

The result is that the characters 


are clueless concerning their mo¬ 
tivations, and so are the readers. 
Love or Money is an OK novel, but 
one that — given the skill Cal¬ 
houn exhibited in her earlier 
book, Changes —could have been 
great. ▼

Buddhist Women on the Edge, 
edited by Marianne Dresser; 

North Atlantic Books, $16.95 

A new book about Buddhism 
in America, Buddhist 
Women on the Edge, re¬ 
minds me of a letter from an 
angry lover. Expressing anger, dis¬ 
appointment and grief at past be¬ 
trayal, the essays in this book 
nonetheless express hope that the 
relationship can be made to fulfill 
its promise. The 30 women who 
contributed to this anthology do 
not reject Buddhism. Instead each 
seeks to reformulate it in ways 
that enhance Buddhism’s poten¬ 
tial to transform women, sexual 
minorities, people of color, and 
others who have historically been 
forced to the far edges of society. 

Since Shakyamuni Buddha 
achieved enlightenment in India 
2,500 years ago, his teaching has 
taken on the flavor of the cultures 
to which it migrated. Thus the 
contemplative insight tradition of 
Buddhism of Burma differs from 
the pageantry of Tibet and auster¬ 
ity of Zen practice in Japan. Yet 
each of these cultures has been 
profoundly patriarchal, and the 
methods and practices of the 
Buddhism each country evolved 
have been almost exclusively the 
product of male experience. This 
means that the varieties of Bud¬ 


dhism now in America have been 
imported by men and express 
male imagery, language, hierar¬ 
chy, and practice. For the first 
time, however, Buddhism is tak¬ 
ing root in a country whose cul¬ 
tural underpinnings have been 
shaken by feminism and critical 
analysis from the perspective of 
race, class, gender and sexuality. 
Now, the authors seem to be as¬ 
serting, Buddhism has the poten¬ 
tial to be transformed as Ameri¬ 
can women engage in and shape 
its possibilities. 

Editor Marianne Dresser, a 
student of Buddhism since 1986, 
does not posit a monolithic 
women’s Buddhism. Stating that 
“no single viewpoint could ex¬ 
press this rich diversity,” she has 
collected essays from lesbians, 
African American women, West¬ 
ern Buddhist nuns, beginning 
practitioners, mothers in hetero¬ 
sexual relationships, scholars, and 
dharma teachers. The major tra¬ 
ditions — Teravada, Tibetan Va- 
jrayana and Zen — are all repre¬ 
sented. 

Some of these diverse perspec¬ 
tives result in unexpected points 
of agreement. For example, two 
scholars, Miranda Shaw and Jan 
Willis, one white and the other 
African American, suggest that 
the ancient tradition of tantra of¬ 
fers a remedy designed to heal 
deep psychic wounds that have 
been inflicted upon women and 
people of color. In tantra, the 


practitioner imagines herself 
with the qualities of a chosen 
deity who represents an aspect 
of enlightened essence. Shaw 
argues that this practice pro¬ 
vides an antidote to the de¬ 
structive female imagery that 
pervades our culture and 
gives women a solid bass for 
rebuilding self-esteem. Willis 
reminds us that the trauma 
of slavery still haunts 
African Americans and 
concludes that tantra is a 
tool to get at and heal its 
negative effects. She sug¬ 
gests that Buddhism “of¬ 
fers us a methodology for 
enhancing our confi¬ 
dence.” 

More than one essay¬ 
ist echoes Buddha’s in¬ 
junction to see for your¬ 
self and take nothing on 
faith. Marilyn Senf claims that 
nothing in Buddhism needs pro¬ 
tection from “feminist or any 
earnest scrutiny in the light of our 
own experience.” Similarly, dhar¬ 
ma teacher Tsultrim Allione urges 
that “women need to become 
aware of what practices actually 
work for us, what practices are 
adapted to our energies and our 
life situations.” In this vein, Kate 
O’Neill suggests that basic Bud¬ 
dhist practices emphasizing the 
interrelatedness of all beings can 
probably be de-emphasized by 
women since most of us experi¬ 
ence the centrality of relation¬ 


ships in our lives. 

There is humor here, too. Erin 
Blackwell takes on Zen practice in 
the face of a breakup. As she puts 
it, “I never expected to be invited 


into the heart of the 
mystery. Not just be¬ 
cause zazen on a zafu in 
a zendo is a bizarre East¬ 
ern ritual and I’m a 
child of the West, but be¬ 
cause Zen is conceptual¬ 
ly perfect and I am really 
a mess. How could my 
six-feet-one of flesh and 
blood, my fickle, fiery 
Celtic selves ever fold 
themselves up into a face¬ 
less human origami and 
stay that way for half an 
hour?” Celeste West exe¬ 
cutes a tantric flip-flop 
when the woman her lover is 
having an affair with arrives 
at Celeste’s workshop at a 
Buddhist conference. Both 
writers manage to tackle uni¬ 
versal spiritual dilemmas from 
lesbian-specific experience. 

These essays provoke 
thought, laughter, and some¬ 
times tears. Many linger in the 
mind. Above all, though, these es¬ 
says are an inspiration to integrate 
spirituality in all facets of life. ▼

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Conservatives 
ponder gay gene

. : V' cience and politics make 
v strange bedfellows, and the 
combination can be lethal. 
While medical research on the 
“gay gene” has gotten consider¬ 
able mileage in the media as a 
boon to pro-gay forces, the same 
research may ultimately prove the 
trump card for anti-gay forces in a 
game of life and death. 

Chandler Burr argues in the 
December 16 cover story in the 
Weekly Standard that while gay 
groups have thus far used genet¬ 
ics to their advantage, the gay 
gene ultimately plays into the 
hands of conservatives. Burr 
writes in the right-wing political 
journal that “a conservatism un¬ 
remittingly hostile to homosexu¬ 
ality ... can and should embrace 
the gay gene.” 

Burr accepts as a fait accompli 
the genetic basis of sexual orien¬ 
tation. Despite the vagueness and 
scarcity of data, the trouble with 
definitions, and the difficulty 
replicating results, Burr sees the 
issue as resolved: homosexuality is 
a simple, clear-cut, genetically-in¬ 
duced trait akin to left-handed¬ 
ness in its prevalence and political 
import. Homosexuality — in 
men at least, since research on 
women yields totally different re¬ 
sults — is not a chosen lifestyle, a 
deviant psychosis, or a socially 
communicable illness, but rather 
a hard-wired genetic fact. 

Gay organizations have long 
seen such genetic findings as good 
news, and put a positive spin on 
the research in media reports. 

“The way in which it’s good for 
gay people is very simple and ex¬ 
tremely powerful,” Burr says. “The 
lies about homosexuals are that 
people choose to be gay, that it is 
a lifestyle, that it can be picked up 
by being exposed to it. The obser¬ 
vation that homosexuality is not a 
choice but is essentially like left- 
handedness contradicts every sin¬ 
gle one of the anti-gay prejudices 
that are circulated in homophobic 
America.” 

Brain researcher Simon LeVay 
agrees that these revelations help 
pro-gay forces defend against at¬ 
tack. 

“In a psychological or moral 
sense, these biological findings 
have a beneficial effect because 
they tend to undercut morality,” 
says LeVay. “They reinforce gay 
people’s belief about themselves, 
that they are a distinct group of 
people in society. But it’s a dou¬ 
ble-edged sword, and how it’s 
used depends a lot on how society 
wants to use it.” 

In his article, Burr sees a way 
in which the sword can be used 
against gay people. Conservatives, 
he argues, have been loathe to ac¬ 
cept the biological explanation of 
sexual orientation because it un¬ 
dermines their fundamental argu¬ 
ments that homosexuals have 
made a choice that they can — 
and should — change. But if they 
can admit they have been wrong 
in their nurture-over-nature 
models, Burr maintains, conserv¬ 
atives can move the debate to a 
more concrete question — If ho¬ 
mosexuality is genetic, how can it 
be “fixed” and eliminated? 

“If you’re an anti-gay conserv¬ 
ative, you get this powerful 
weapon that supports your polit¬ 
ical philosophy, and you get this 
really wonderful side benefit

which is a biomedical way of po¬ 
tentially exterminating homosex¬ 
uals,” he says. 

Burr, author of A Separate Cre¬ 
ation: The Search for the Biological 
Origins of Sexual Orientation, envi¬ 
sions a world where pregnant 
mothers test their fetuses for ho¬ 
mosexual genes and abort their gay 
sons. Gay adults undergo genetic 
therapy to “correct” their orienta¬ 
tion. It might sound like science 
fiction, but for the 70,000 staunch¬ 
ly conservative readers of the Week¬ 
ly Standard whom Burr addresses, 
it could sound like progress. 

And it’s not far off, either. 
LeVay, author of The Sexual Brain 
and Queer Science, agrees that 
perhaps within a decade, genetic 
tests will allow screening of fetus¬ 
es for homosexuality. Can “cor¬ 
rective” surgery be far behind? 

“These things are certainly not 
long-term, remote things,” says 
LeVay. “Things happen faster than 
you might imagine.” 

LeVay explores exactly the sce¬ 
nario Burr describes in his up¬ 
coming novel, Albrick’s Gold, due 
out in April. In the techno¬ 
thriller, a gay man at a fundamen¬ 
talist university goes to a neuro¬ 
surgeon to be “cured” through ge¬ 
netic manipulation. 

“It tries to point out how 
things like this might happen,” 
says LeVay, “in a world where ho¬ 
mosexuality is thought of as the 
worst thing that could possibly 
happen to you.” 

What Burr describes in the 
Weekly Standard, however, is not 
fiction, and that’s what makes it so 
much more frightening. Why ex¬ 
actly is Burr, a gay man and self- 
described moderate conservative, 
laying out a plan for sexual eu¬ 
genics to decimate his own com¬ 
munity, without raising personal 
objections? Why is he bringing up 
the issue in a forum frequently 
devoted to anti-gay rhetoric? Why 
does he raise the specter of genet¬ 
ic reeducation and anti-gay abor¬ 
tion — a sort of gay Spanish In¬ 
quisition — and present it with¬ 
out objection as a strictly utilitar¬ 
ian, amoral issue? 

“It’s not that I advocate abor¬ 
tion of homosexual fetuses. It’s 
not that I advocate genetic 
surgery for people who are gay,” 
he says, although he won’t oppose 
such efforts either. “It’s just really 


interesting. I was interested in giv¬ 
ing a political analysis, in making 
this case as a reporter. It’s a piece 
of reporting. It’s descriptive, not 
prescriptive. I’m not saying it’s 
good or bad. I did not take a posi¬ 
tion in the piece.” 

Of course, many readers will 
argue that by printing a piece ex¬ 
plaining and justifying the ways to 
deploy medical research for anti¬ 
gay genocide in a magazine read 
by those most likely to do so, Burr 
has quite firmly taken a position. 
By hiding behind the illusory veils 
of “journalism” and “objectivity,” 
Burr strains to avoid his complic¬ 
ity in abetting the Weekly Stan¬ 
dard — which is, after all, an ex¬ 
plicitly political, deliberately 
slanted, opinion journal, not a 
forum for mere descriptive, un¬ 
biased reporting. 

Despite claims of neutrality, 
science never operates in a politi¬ 
cal vacuum. If researchers still 
often toil in ivory towers without 
apparent regard for the implica¬ 
tions of their work, LeVay says 
they are at least becoming more 
careful in how they present their 
findings once they are complete. 
And gay people are becoming 
more careful about how they in¬ 
terpret the findings. The scientif¬ 
ic research will continue, but the 
ball is largely in gay America’s 
court in terms of deciding how to 
handle the fallout. 

“You can’t change the fact that 
biomedical science is going to 
make these advances and give us 
these choices,” Burr argues. “If 
that comes about, our best chance 
as gay people is making people 
understand that there’s nothing 
wrong with being homosexual. If 
you tell the truth about homosex¬ 
uality, that it is a non-pathologi- 
cal, non-chosen, natural minority 
variant of sexual orientation, then 
why would people want to abort 
fetuses? Why would people want 
to perform engineering on them¬ 
selves? That’s the solution.” 

While Burr makes it sound 
simple, this biomedical “truth” 
would have to overcome decades 
of deep-seated homophobia in 
each individual, centuries of legal¬ 
ly sanctioned persecution, and 
millennia of anti-homosexual re¬ 
ligious dogma. And unfortunate¬ 
ly, he doesn’t even make this case 
in his own article. ▼

Queer shorts at 
Sundance’97

T he Sundance Film Festival 
announced its 1997 lineup 
of short films last week, and 
among the 55 titles listed are at 
least a dozen of interest to queer 
viewers. The festival takes place in 
Park City, Utah from January 
16th to the 26th. 

Sundance has a reputation as 
one of the best showcases for 
short films, and shorts program¬ 
mer John Cooper says that with 
1,300 shorts submitted this year 
the festival has had a much more 
rigorous selection process than in 
years past. “Each film had to real¬ 
ly prove itself,” he commented in a 
recent phone interview. Reflecting 
on this year’s gay and lesbian 
shorts, Cooper, who also pro¬ 
grams the Los Angeles Gay & Les¬ 
bian Film Festival, describes the 
class of 1997 as “more interesting 
and a little wilder.” 

Ever since Poison and Paris is 
Burning burst on the scene at 
Sundance back in 1991, the festi¬ 
val has been a hot place to spot 
rising queer talents. And the 
shorts program is seen as a place 
that nurtures those talents. “We’re 
looking to give a chance to a new 
Todd Haynes,” says Cooper. “We 
want to get [the short filmmak¬ 
ers] in a place where they can 
meet people who will accept them 
as filmmakers and get their [fea¬ 
ture] films made.” 

This list of short films of queer 
interest by queer filmmakers in¬ 
clude: Gus Van Sant’s music video 


of Allen Ginsberg’s Ballad of the 
Skeletons ; Jason Gould’s Inside 
Out, the story of the son of two 
famous actors who is outed by a 
supermarket tabloid (the cast in¬ 
cludes Gould’s real-life father, El¬ 
liott); a profile of author Dorothy 
Allison, Two or Three Things But 
Nothing for Sure, by former San 
Franciscans Tina DiFeliciantonio 
and Jane Wagner; Bay Area film¬ 
maker Wendy Levy’s charming 
tale of lesbian artificial insemina¬ 
tion, Swim, Swim ; Greg Sax’s 
chilling yet hilarious reflection on 
coming of age in the AIDS era, 27; 
former San Franciscan Trac Vu’s

Show. “That two women kissing 
[on the show] could cause such a 
scandal is indicative of how back¬ 
ward things still are regarding gay 
issues. His antics are sensational, 
but they really make a statement.” 

When it comes to making per¬ 
sonal statements of his own, how¬ 
ever, Kidd is considerably more 
circumspect. “It’s a swell way to 
trivialize a relationship, by talking 
about it in print,” he says. “I think 
sexuality can be a private thing, if 
you want it to be.” Clearly not in¬ 
terested in being provocative, 
Kidd does reveal that things are 
going well in the romance depart¬ 
ment and may even be long-term. 

In general, Kidd views his sex¬ 
ual identity as a nonissue, at least 
from a professional perspective. 
“Being gay in publishing is like 
being gay in the interior design 
business,” he says. “It’s not a big 
deal.” He applies the same senti¬ 
ment to the visual arts and design. 
“I don’t look at art that way. The 
only art where sexuality is an issue 
would be pornography, and I think 
pornography is gre^J. But the way 
I feel about art in general is that it 
should be taken at face value, not 
based on sexual orientation. 

“It drives me nuts when peo¬ 
ple tell me they want a book to 
look gay,” the designer continues. 
“I get really tired of hearing about 
it. Certain writers I design for are 
gay people, but I don’t design 
anything because of my orienta¬ 
tion.” That, he affirms, goes for 
everything, Batman included. ▼

nette Winterson and is still just 
looking to have a good time. 

You've been able to carve a place 
for yourself as a pop star, actress 
and icon. 

Oddly enough, I can’t claim to 
have planned it like this, but it’s 
evolved this way. I’m not sure 
whether it’s because of my own 
eccentricity, but I’ve been able to 
position myself to have one foot 
in the art world, and one foot in 
the commercial world. I’ve gotten 
involved in some exciting projects 
that way. I’ve been able to take 
new forms of music or expression 
and make them more available to 
bigger markets. 

You've also managed to consis¬ 
tently stay in the public eye. 

I haven’t really had a high pro¬ 
file, and haven’t been a mega-star, 
but I’ve certainly been around. 
People still recognize me. That’s 
very nice. 

You're playing a gay club on New 
Year's Eve. You've never seemed 
like the typical gay icon to me. 

I guess they’re just desperate 
for a diva, and here I am. 

Are you a diva? 

No. Last year I played a gay club 
in New Orleans. It was so fantastic. 

I had this dress made by Michael 
Schmidt, who does the Squeezebox 
club in New York, and did all that 
chain-mail stuff for Tina Turner 
and Cher. He made this dress for 
me out of three thousand double¬ 
edge razor blades. 

Could you move in it? 

Of course! Carefully, very care¬ 
fully. The odd thing was that 
everyone was still touching me, 
and running their hands up and 
down the dress. I kept thinking, 
“Oh my god, someone’s going to 
get cut.” It was pretty wild. I don’t 
think I’ll be wearing that this year. 

What will you be wearing? 

I haven’t got it mapped out yet. 

I don’t think I’ll be wearing metal, 
metal was last year. Maybe I’ll 
wear something more fetish. You 
think fetish is good? 

Sure. In this town that always 
works. What's your connection to 
the fashion world? 

I used to live with Stephen 
Sprouse, and he brainwashed me 
at a crucial point because I used to 
wear terrible things like cowboy 
boots with 1940s cocktail dresses. 
It was really tacky. Stephen sort of 
organized me and made me more 
conscious about what to wear. Of 
course at that point I had no bud¬ 
get, so he was a real saint. He used 
to dress me, and then later on he 
designed stuff and created the 
Blondie look. He taught me a lot. I 
don’t know that it’s ever been quite 
as well-organized as when I was 
working with him, but it’s gone 
through various stages since then. 

What are you working on these 
days? 

I’ve been working with the 
original members of Blondie — 
Chris Stein, Jimmy Destri, Clem 
Burke, and Gary Valentine. We’re 
writing material, getting ready to 
record. We’ll see what we can do 
with it. 




What are the songs like? 

I’m never good at classifying 
things like that. I think it sounds 
like Blondie, but it’s today. 

What else have you been up to 
musically? 

I did the record with The 
Heads and played some shows 
with them. It was so much fun, re¬ 
ally great performing with them. 
We’re just old friends, so there’s 
this really nice feeling. 


Pumpkins' version of "Dreaming"? 

It’s okay. I’ve always done cov¬ 
ers of other people’s material. I’ve 
always thought it’s very flattering 
when someone wants to cover a 
song of yours. 

What will you be performing on 
New Year's Eve? 

I’m gonna be doing Deb’s 
greatest hits (laughs). I love New 
Year’s Eve and performing on 
New Year’s Eve. The audiences are

You've also been playing with Jazz 
Passenger. What's on that album? 

Mostly original stuff, some 
cover material, a duet with Elvis 
Costello and myself, and a track 
that Elvis sings alone, some in¬ 
strumentals. We just came back 
from Poland and Greece and Paris 
and London. We did some really 
satisfying shows here at the Knit¬ 
ting Factory recently. I love per¬ 
forming with them. We’re going 
to have a hiatus when I work on 
Six Ways to Sunday, a movie that 
starts shooting in January. 

You have a role in Copland, the 
new Stallone film. Did you work 
much with Sly? 

Just a little bit, luckily (laughs 
devilishly). He’s very nice, I really 
like him a lot. When you think 
about the fact that he wrote 
Rocky, you realize he’s a pretty 
smart cookie. 

Do you enjoy being on stage? 

I love it. It’s what I’ve worked 
for, to enjoy it. At one time I was 
very nervous and I didn’t have as 
much fun. Now I have all the 
things I’ve worked for as a per¬ 
former, actor and singer. God 
knows if they are going to get any 
better than they are now, but I’m 
certainly at a point where they’ve 
all come together, and I really 
enjoy myself. I even enjoy the 
fuck-ups. If I goof, I make some¬ 
thing out of it.

What is it about Blondie songs 
that make them so enduring? 
Every year there seems to be a 
new remix album. 

(Moans) I think that’s going to 
stop. As part of the record compa¬ 
ny’s marketing thing — and the 
industry in general — they just 
wait a certain period of time and 
they rehash the shit, throw it back 
out there. They figure there’s a re¬ 
generation of interest after a cer¬ 
tain period of time. That’s the way 
the industry is set up. Audiences 
have been programmed to accept 
this recycling. 

Still, Blondie songs are well- 
crafted. Chris Stein in particular 
spends a lot of time working on a 
song. He really composes things 
carefully. He thinks about how 
one section will flow into another 
and be lyrical and move and lift 
and fall. He really works hard on 
his songs. It does pay off, it’s not 
like a three-chord thing that is just 
bashed out, it’s something that 
brings an emotional response 
from people and becomes a part 
of their life. So the songs do recur, 
they do come back.

What do you think of the Smashing 
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Jews 
at Xmas 

W rap your mind around it: 
some of us don’t celebrate 
Christmas. Most Jews are just 
not that big on Christian holidays. 
Every year on the sacred day, my fam¬ 
ily would go out for Chinese food, 
since every other restaurant in Ameri¬ 
ca was closed, then we’d go to the 
movies. Watching the latest Christmas 
release with a theatre full of Jewfolk 
sure beat getting bombarded with car¬ 
ols about the baby Jesus. 

In much the same spirit, comedian 
Lisa Geduldig is for the fourth Christ¬ 
mas season presenting An Evening of 
Kung Pao Kosher Comedy. It’s a simple 
idea, but inspired: a line-up of Jewish 
entertainers schmaltzing it up for a 
dinner show at a Chinese restaurant. 
This year’s performers are Sherry 
Glaser, Josh Kornbluth, and “America’s 
favorite dragapella beautyshop quar¬ 
tet,” the Kinsey Sicks. Mistress of Cer¬ 
emonies Geduldig promises Jewish 
yuk-yuks, yummy (non-Kosher) Chi¬ 
nese food, and fortune cookies filled 
with Yiddish proverbs. Reason enough 
to schlep to Chinatown. 

I attended one of these meshugana 
events a few years back, when it had 
been overbooked, and it was like a 
nightmare from Hebrew School: a 
restaurant full of ravenous Jews 
scrambling to get at the chicken chow 
mein. Since then, the organizers have 
wised up, moved their shtick to a 
roomier place, and scheduled six 
shows on three days: a 6 p.m. dinner 
show ($40) and a 9:30 p.m. cocktail 
show ($25) on Dec. 23 (“Erev Christ¬ 
mas Eve”), Dec. 24 (Christmas Eve), 
and Dec. 25 (Christ Child Day) at 
Hunan Restaurant, 924 Sansome. Par¬ 
tial proceeds benefit Jewish Family & 
Children’s Services AIDS Project, and 
the International Gay & Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission. Better 
call ahead for tickets, some shows are 
already sold out: (510) 762-BASS. Oy 
vey, it’s a date. ▼
